Lodge, with power to appoint Assistants. 
- The Grand Master presented his Report, as follows: 
GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 
Zo the R. W. Grand Ledge of North Carolina : 


The expiration of another official year makes it necessary that your pre. _ 
siding officer, in the discharge of a portion of his constitutional duty, should — 
present to you a report of the state of the Order in this jurisdiction. It, 
also presents a fit occasion for offering, one to another, gratulations on ou 
continued success, and acknowledgements to the Giver of all good for his — 
constant care and supervision over the interest and welfare of our beloved — 
Institution. 

The course of the Order in this State since your last communication — 
has not been distinguished by any remarkable occurrences. So far as 1 
have been able to form an opinion from the correspondence with my office, 
the Subordinate Lodges have managed their affairs in a creditable manner, 
and are pursuing the “even.tenor of their way” in harmony and brotherly — 
love. 

Dispensations according to law have been issued during the year, upon 
proper and constitutional applications for the same, to Lumber River Lodge, 
No. 42, instituted at Lumberton, Robeson county, by D. D. G. M. Lutter- 
loh, 24th Feb. 1852; Brown Creek Lodge, No. 43, in Anson county—the 
report of institution not yet received; Enterprise, No. 44, instituted at 
Wilson, Edgecombe county, by Grand Sect. Repiton, on 27th March, 1852. 

I have also issued a Dispensation in accordance with a resolution of the 
G. L. adopted at last session, for Catawba Lodge, No. 40, which was in- 
stituted at Newton, in Catawba county, on 9th Sept., 1851, by P. G. Ro- 
bards, of North State Lodge. 

In September last a petition was forwarded tome by the D. G. M. fora 
Lodge at Statesville, in Ixedell county, and I issued a dispensation upon his 
recommendation of the applicants, and upon his assurance that the consti- 
tutional forms should be complied with. Ihave received no report from 
the D. G. M. but have learned from a correspondence with the N. G. of — 
the Lodge, that the cards and charter fee were placed in the hands of the

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D. G. M. and the Lodge instituted as Iredell Lodge, No. 41, on 11th Dec. 
fast, by P.G. J. A. Wierman. 

[ recommend that Charters be granted to these Lodges, and that the name 
of No. 41 be changed to “Excelsior,” agreeably to the desire of the Lodge 
as appears from a certified paper presented herewith. 

At different periods of the year dispensations have been granted for pub- 
lic addresses and processions in regalia, to the following named Lodges 
viz: Cape Fear, No. 2; Neuse, No. 6; Phalanx, No. 10; Concordia, No. 11; 
Achoree, No. 14; Smyrna, No. 18; North State, No. 26, Columbus, No. 
27; Falling Creek, No. 29; and Caswell, No. 32. 

Since the adjournment of your last session, there has been submitted to 
mea variety of questions growing out of differences of opinion among 
members of some of the Lodges, most of which it is unnecessary to allude 
to here, but which an examination of the correspondence will disclose.— 
There are a few, however, which I have deemed it advisable to present in 
my report, not with the hope of imparting information to you (as they are 
only an iteration of decisions of the G. L. U.S.) but rather with a view 
of placing them on the record of your own proceedings where they will be 
accessible to the members of the Subordinate Lodyes. It has been enquir- 
ed of me, if a Lodge can provide in its by-laws for meeting semi-monthly 
only, and I have answered that the Grand Lodge possssses the power to 
grant this privilege to a Subordinate, but that twenty-six nights’ service is 
neceésary to complete a term, and it would, therefore, be requisite for the 

_N. G. and other officers to remain in office twelve months to be entitled to 
advancement. In this connection, it will be a proper subject of enquiry, if 
the Lodges to which this privilege has hitherto been granted have observed 
the requirements of the law in this respect. 

It has also been submitted to me, whether a member who isin arrears for 
dues can pay his dues while sick, and thus entitle himself to the sick bene- 
fits allowed by his Lodge. ‘To this I have replied that it is the right of a 
Brother to pay his dues at any time, but, if his indebtedness is so great that 
he has no legal claim to benefits under the by-laws of his Lodge, the pay- 
ment of his dues, while sick, does not entitle him to benefits, nor can he le- 
gally claim them while he continues sick. 

Enquiry has been made whether D. D. G. Masters possessed the power 
of granting dispensations, &c., and [ have expressed the opinion that the ap- 
pointment of D. D. G.M. confers no power or authority whatever, except- 
ing when acting under special instructions from the Grand Master. 

f would respectfully suggest that you ought to provide alaw for the aps 
pointment of aD. D. G, Master for each District, and also defining his pow- 
ers and duties. Jt appears from the record of the proceeds of the session 
held in 1847, that a Committee was appointed to consider the subject of di- 
viding the State iato Districts, and appointing Deputies. ‘The last branch 
of this subject, however, seems to have been overlooked by the Committee, 
as no allusion was made to it in their report. Appointments of those offi- 
cers have nevertheless been regularly made since that time. I would also 
call your attention to the fact that during the same session a Committee was 
appointed to “draft a form of rules and regulations for the government of 
the Grand Lodge in the prosecution of its business at the Annual Commu. 
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nications, and report at the next meeting of this Grand Lodge.” ‘That Com- 
mittee never made a report, and the subject seems to have slept from that 
time, and we are still without any established order of business, or rules for 
regulating debate. 

In December last I received a communication from Bethesda Lodge, at 
Danville, Va., asking my permission to admit to membership in that Lodge 
certain citizens of thisState. After consulting Caswell Lodge, I forwarded 
the required dispensation for the admission of Jno. W. Garrett and Wille 
iam Burton. 

I have received letters from several of the Lodges to which Charters 
were granted at last session, desiring that they might be sent to them; and I 
would recommend thai the Committee on Lodges notrepresented, be charged 
with the duty of seeing that all Charters granted are duly executed and 
forwarded to their proper destination- 

You doubtless have learned that the G. L. U.S. at their Session held in 
Sept. last, engrafted upon the Work of the Order a uew degree, intended 
for the wives of Scarlet members, styled the “Degree of Rebeka. ” What. 
ever might have been our individual views, as to the propriety or necessity 
of adopting this degree, | hope you will concur with me in the opinion 
that it is our duty to acquiesce, and to adopt such measures as are necessa.« 
ry to place the work in the possession of those Lodges which desire it 
Howard, No. 35, and Samaritan, No. 31, have already applied to me for 
the degree, and i recommend that they be furnished “with it as early as 
' practicable. 

Of the books which have been ordered this year, one set has been ser] 
to Constantia Lodge, at Windsor, upon the assurance of the N. G. that he 
did not receive any at thetime of the institution of the Lodge—having used 
one loaned them by a neighboring Lodge. 

Your officers omitted at last session to bring to your notice the debts ow- 
ing by the Grand Lodge, and it consequently. happened that your Reprel 
sentatives to the G. L. U.S. incurred the risk of being disfranchised. It 
was only a few weeks before the session of that Body that, while looking 
over the Journal of their proceedings of the previous session—1850—-I no. 
ticed the resolutions reported by the Committee of Finance and adopted 
providing that “no Representative shall be permitted to occupy a seat o 
the floor of this Grand Lodge, after the present communication, whose 
State Grand Lodge shall not have paid all amounts due by said Grand Bo 
dy to this Grand Lodge.” I immediately investigated the matter, and as- 
certained that the sum of $238, an order for the payment of which was 
passed at your session in 1850, was still due, together with the indebtednes 
which had accrued since that time for Rep. tax, and for supplies, amountin 
in allto $461. Under these circumstances the duty devolved on me o 
calling a special session of this Body, or of assnming the responsibility ©: 
directing the payment of the money at once. 1 adopted the latter alterna 
tive and issued an orderon the G. Treasurer for the amount. Indeed, ha 
I preferred calling you together to consider this question, there was no 
sufficient time after the discovery was made, as, owing to the absence of th 
G. 'T., the transaction was not consummated until after the commencemen 

of the Session. 


I present herewith a communication from Grand Sec’y, Ridgeley, trans 
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mitting a report and resolutions of a Committee of the G. L. U. S. in rela- 
tion to the Wildey Fund and Annuity, to which I invite your careful con- 
sideration. 

For the convenience of the members in the performance of their Legisla- 
tive duties, | recommend that the Grand Sec’y be authorized to purchase 
the volumes of the proceedings of the G. L. U. S., the publication of which 
was ordered at the last session of that Body. 

Complaint having justly been made for two years past in regard to the 
delay in printing and distributing to the Subordinate Lodges the Journal of 
your proceedings, I would suggest that a committee be appointed immedi- 
ately, with authority to contract for the printing of a daily Journal, to be 
afterwards revised under the supervision of the same committee, for distri- 
bution in the usual form. By the adoption of this plan, the members of the 
Grand Lodge will secure the advantage of having before them in the morns 
ing the proceedings of the previous day, and the revised journal may be 

printed and ready to be forwarded to the different Lodges in a very short 
time after the adjournment. 

At the session held in 1850, P. G. Wm. D. Cooke was authorized to pub- 
lish, at his own expense, a uniform edition of the proceedings of this Grand 
Lodge, and the Committee appointed to supervise the publication were au- 
thorized to subscribe for one hundred and fifty copies, provided the cost of 
printing and binding the same should not exceed one dollar and fifty cents. 
At the last session the price per copy was increased to 1wo dollars, with the 
understanding that the proceedings of that session were to be included in 
the volume, and an index to the volume also added. Iam informed by 
Bro. Cooke that the work will be delivered during your present session, and 
IT respectfully recommend that acopy be presented to each Subordinate 

Lodge in this State, and one copy to each Grand Lodge and Grand Ene 
‘campment in the United States. 

_ The most important subject to which your attention will be directed du- 
‘ring your present Communication, will be the condition of your finances, 
and the adoption of some permanent system, requiring from your officers a 
detailed statement of receipts and disbursements, by which the members of 
Ss Order may be able to leara from an inspection of your journal, not only 
the amount of your expenditure, but also the étems of .which it is compos. 
ed. [am apprehensive that the available funds will be insufficient to defray 
the expenses of the session, in which case it will be your duty to devise a 
plan to meet the deficiency; and it would be well to consider, at the same 
time, the propriety of returning to the former plan, for the payment of 
Reps. by the Lodges from which they come. 

It should be our aim to reduce the annual exnenditures of this Body to 
as low a point as will meet those expenses which are absolutely necessary, 
and to divert as little money as possible from the uses of the Subordinate 
Lodges, and the purposes for which it was originally contributed, viz——the 
relief of the distressed and the education of the orphan. 
 [n obedience to a resolution adopted at last session, I have procured a 
letter book which is submitted herewith, with the correspondence with my 
office for the past year.

W. L. Steele, the Report of the Grand Master 
was referred to a select Committee of three, to distribute and report 
upon it:—Committee, P.G. W. L. Steele, S. D. Wallace, and T. 
Woodly. 

The Grand Secretary presented his Report, as follows: 

REPORT OF GRAND SECRETARY. 
To the R. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

In compliance with the Laws of the Order, I herewith present the following 
Report : 

After casting up the semi-annual Returns of the Subordinate Lodges of the 
State, there appear to be 1602 contributing members within the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Lodge. During the period between the Ist January and 31st Decem- 
ber, 1851, there have been 377 Initiations, 41 Rejections, 33 Admitted by Card, 
157 Withdrawn by Card, 7 Reinstated, 51 Suspended, 57 Expelled, 18 Deceased. 

There have been received for Initiations, $1,765 ; for Degrees, $4,255 60 ; for 
Dues, $6,175 133. Amount received for fines and from other sources, $661 50. 
Amount received for Widow and Orphan’s Fund, $1,592 43. Amount received 
for Education Fund, $88. The whole amount of Revenue, $14,913 513. Amount 
upon which per centage is to be paid, $12,205 293; and the amount due the 
Grand Lodge thereon, $1,220 52. 

While on this point, I will herewith submit a statement of accounts with Sub-. 
ordinates during my incumbency in office, and request that the Committee upon 
this report, would examine and report upon the same. 

There have been expended for the Relief of Brothers, $1,663 193 ; for Burying 
the Dead, $477 5345; for the Education of Orphans $70; and for the Relief ‘ 






Widowed Families, $356 75. Total amount paid out for Relief, $2,567 48. 

It is very evident, from the Returns of some of the Subordinates, that they are’ 
indebted to the Grand Lodge a larger amount than has been received, as may be 
seen from the Abstract, and to which I would be gratified if this body would call 
the attention of the Committee, that said Abstract may be confirmed if correct, 
and rectified if any errors are therein contained. Many Lodges may suppose they 
have rendered a just account, and owe nothing, in which opinion they are with- 
out doubt honest and sincere ; yet I feel it to be my duty to state, that some are 
in arrears and in errors. 

In the Report of P. G. Secretary W. D. Cooke, the attention of the Grand 
Lodge was called to the tardiness with which Returns are made. And, notwith- 
standing what was said, and the precautions taken, still the same difficulty exists ; 
and scarcely time was allowed, after the reception of the June Returns, for ma: 
king up the Report to the Grand Lodge U. S. 

In many instances the Returns are not received for some two to two and a hal 
months after the expiration of the time. 

I feel satisfied that if the attention of the Lodges and Installing Officers could 
be called in an impressive manner to this matter, there would not again be occa- 
sion for alluding to their duties in this particular. 

I hope also that hereafter the Lodges under this Jurisdiction will observe, that 
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in addition to the Semi-Annual Returns, the Laws of the Grand Lodge require 
that an Annual Report shall also be made by all the Subordinates. 

As enqniry has been made by some Lodges relative to indebtedness of previous 
years, I hope the Grand Lodge will cause all accounts to be properly ee nee by 
a Committee appointed for that specific purpose. 

The Grand Secretary would call the attention of this body to the fact, that all 
printed documents going through the Post Office have to be pre-paid, and would 
like some action on your part instructing him relative to Proceedings for Subordi- 


nates and Corresponding Grand Lodges. 


From a want of Blanks, according te the Jast torm of the Grand Lodge, I had 
occasion to have some printing Hopes but from a comparison with other bills, 
your Secretary is satisfied that in some cases 100 per cent. has been saved this 


body. Asorders are sometimes received for Odes, I would simply ingnire if 
these should be purchased and kept by the Grand Secretary for the use of the 


Lodges, they paying for the same.

| now working under Dispensations, and the change of name of Iredell Lodge, be

_ That so much as relates to the meeting of Lodges less often than once in each 
_ week, to the Committee on Constitutions, By-Laws and Rules of Order; 
_ So much as relates to D. D. G. M’s, their mode of appointment, power, du-

Before submitting to you a detailed report of the proceedings of the Grand 
_ Lodge of the United States, permit me to return to you my heartfelt acknowledge- 
ments for the honor conferred on me, in your selection, as one of your R. W. 
G. Representatives. 

I had supposed at the time of my election, that I had fully appreciated your 
kindness, but after meeting Representatives from all parts of this glorious Union 
—after a formation of new and valued acquaintances—after an unrestrained and 
fraternal intercourse on the subject of our beloved Order—after witnessing the 
zeal, ardorand devotion of the Representatives of different States in the cause of 
Odd Fellowship—after the glowing accounts of the increasing prosperity of our 
Institntion—after an association, as pleasnrable as instructive—restrained by the 
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dignity of my position and the reles of the Order on one hand, and as unembar- 
rassed as the conventional rules of society would admit on the other—I feel con 
strained to again thank you with feelings too big for utterance, for the honor con- 
ferred. 

Our last session was the largest that has convened. North and Sonth, Kast 
and West, literally poured in theirnumbers. And from the mighty ocean, far, far 
away from us—from the great Pacific—appeared a Representative, to hold sweet 
communion with us, and to carry with him, back to his island home, the wishes, 
the hopes, the substantial aid of his brethren in our great and happy country. Al- 
though representing no grand body, yet, comingas he did, over the bosom of the 
tempest tost ocean, league upon league, with no object in view but that of mankind— 
the spread of our Order—he was admitted as a Representative, but constitutionally 
he had no power to vote. But his ery was heard. To you, to all of us, that voice is 
addressed. To you, to all, that appeal must not bein vain. Our W.G. M. will 
call your attention to the nature of the appeal, and to you is it submitted, and not 
Withont hope. 

Officers. —I refer you to the proceedings of the Grand Lodge on this part of my 
report, 

Order and Statistics.—There were 32 Grand Lodges and 23 Grand Kncampments 
represented, ‘There were in attendance, including officers, about 100 members. 

During the last year there has been extended in relief, demanded of us in vari- 
ous ways, about $500,000. i 

Our Order numbers now within a fraction of 200,000 members. 

Upwards of 30,000 Initiations have taken place in the last year, that is, up to 
October, last. . 

Finance.—The committee of Finance reported as follows :

The receipts for the present year, that is, from October, 1851, to October, 1852, 
are estimated at $14,311. 

It is proper to state, although it was thought that this estimate wag too small, 
that a portion ot this estimated amount, includes, ata cost of #2 per volume, the 
sale of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge, from its commencement to the pre- 
sent time, in three volumes. 

It was supposed, while on this subject, that the sale of the book containing the 
Ladies Degree, would place at the disposal of the G. L.,a sum of $2,000, ready 
to meet any deficiency. 

Anamendment to the Constitution was passed by a large vote, increasing the 
Representative tax from $20 to $50. 

The expenses of the Lodge for the year as above, is estimated at $14,853. 
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I would remark, however, before concluding this branch of thé subject, that 
an amendment has been proposed, bringing down the Representative tax to the 
old standard of $20. 

Constitution, /c.—A variety of amendments to the Constitution was passed 
| upon by ths G. Ls Us S:; and nearly all failed; See Proceedinge. Many amend- 
4 ments were proposed, which, under the Rale, Jie over for the space of one year. 

Among amendments passed were the following, to wit: Giving each Grand 
Body power to remove the place of iis annual meeting, if desired, instead of 
asking permission of the Grand Lodge. 2d. Requiring all Representatives to be 
contributing members of some Subordinate Encampment, instead of the requisi- 
q tion of the possession of the R. P. Degree only. I, kowever, refer this body to 

_ the printed proceedings of the Grand Lodge. 

Decisions.—A few Decisions were made. (See Proceedings.) 

Ladies Degree.—A Degree to be conferred upon the wives of Scarlet Degree 
members, was passed by a majority of 10 votes; against which, your undersigned 
and his colleague voted, under instruction of this body. 

Tn concluding this Report, allow me to congratulate you on the increase in the 
number, respectability and good conduct of the Brotherhood, and to express the 
| hope, as well as the belief, that the little rill, which a while back, was as a silver

The Committee on Correspondence, to whom was referred the letters to the 
Grand Master, and his official replies, have performed the duty assigned them 
and beg leave fraternally to report: 

That, although the business of his office has been exceedingly voluminous 
and troublesome, and involved a necessity for great research and a familiar ac 
quaintance with the laws and usages of the Order, our most worthy and_ highly) 
respected head, has proved himself equal to his situation, and has discharged hit 
duties with consummate ability. 

Your committee do not find any thing demanding special attention, unless it bi 
the matters Set forth in a communication from the Secretary of Cross Creel 
Lodge, in reference to the admission ot one of its suspended members, into < 
Lodge within the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of South Carolina. It appear: 
that a certain person was initiated into Cross Creek Lodge, in 1844, who lived it 
another State. In 1850, the individual referred to was suspended for non pay 
ment of dues. Shortly thereafter, upon the payment of the indication fee, he wa 
adinitted into Magnolia Lodge, 8. C., and received all the Degrees without fur 
ther expense—having taken them in Fayetteville. ‘These are the material facts. 

It seems to your committee, that it is clear from this statement, that Magnolié 
Lodge must have known that this person had been a member of another Lodge 
and as he had no Card, that he must be ezther in good standing at the time, or sus 
pended or expelled. This isaninevitable conclusion from the facts, and you 
committee cannot understand, therefore, how the Lodge referred to, could have s¢ 
far forgotten its duties as to commit so clear a violation of the laws of the Order 
There is no way by which any person who has ever been a member, can ente: 
another Lodge except by Card; and a Lodge in one State cannot inéfiale a citi 
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‘hich the applicant lives. This is clear and unquestionable. 

Your committee have thought it their duty to bring this subject to the attention 
'f this R. W. Grand Body, in such a way as to have it spread upon the Journals; 
nd we cannot but hope that no occurrence of the kind will hereafter take place.

' which was ordered to be printed. 
To the R. WV, Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


‘The undersigned begs leave to tender to your Right Worthy Body, his very 

sincere thanks for the honor conferred upon him in making him your G. Rep- 
(| fesentative to the G. L. U.S., for the two years just past. And, in closing his 
i official service in that capacity, avails himself of the precedent establivhed in 
such cases, to allude briefly to the transactions of the Grand Body to which he 
t was a Representative for the period stated. 

The undersigned did not attend the Communication of the G. L. U. S., held in 

‘ Cincinnati, during the year 1850, in consequence of the prevalegce of cholera in 
_ that region of country. Neither did his then colleague, P. G. Rep. Jno. H. Manly. 
In fact, the undersigned was given to understand, from those high in authority, 
"that there would either be no Communication at all, or, that it would be held at 
' some more salubrious place. 
| The attendance at Cincinnati was by no means large; and the proceedings, 
both in the Convention for altering the Constitution, and in the Annual Commu- 

nication, were not of much conseqnence to the Order, as you are already aware. 
( The undersigned had the pleasure of being present at the Communication held 
in Baltimore during the month of September of last year; ably and efficiently 
assisted by his very gentlemanly colleague, Grand Rep. John Winslow. 
i The printed proceedings of that Communication are already in your possession; 
ait will, therefore, be wholly unnecessary, if not improper, to detain your Body 
here by entering into a detailed account of them. 

The session was an agreeable one; generally harmonious, and, (I take it upon 
myself to say,) composed of as fine a set of Bentlamens as one would rarely 
. meet with. 

- Ido not remember that anything of unusual importance occupied its delibera- 
i tions, with the single exception of an additional Degree attempted to be grafted 
i on the Order, designated as the Degree of Rebekah. 
i Forbearing to enter here upon a discussion of the merits of this Degree, and its 
adaptation to our meridian, (which the undersigned and his colleague failed at 
' the time to perceive or appreciate,) I cannot omit to call to the particular attention 
_ and careful consideration of this Grand Lodge, the manner in which it was foist- 
ged upon us, and declared to be a part of the written and unwritten work of our 
. Order. 
a The Constitution of the Grand Lodge of the United States as amended in 
1848, declares ‘that the unwritten work of the Order shall in no wise be altered 
or amended, except by an unanimous vote of the Grand Lodge, and the written 
work of the Order shall in no wise be altered or amended, except with the con- 
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currence of four-fifths of the members of the Grand Lodge.” When the report | 
of the committee on this Degree was made, at an early day of the session, by its 
chairman, Rep. Colfax of Indiana, a very spirited debate arose upon a motion to 
refer it to a special committee ; and this section of the Constitution called to the © 
attention of the Grand agneone and its applicability (as the undersigned supposed) © 
fully recognized. 

The advocates of this innovation thoroughly canvassed its popularity among 
the members, and very soon were able to perceive that its fate was sealed, unless 
some means could be devised to override the Constitution. It was unfortunately 
discovered that this could be achieved by a rule ‘of order, or rather, by the in- 
conceivable construction placed by the chair upon the plainest expressions in the 
English language. 

On Saturday morning, when the undersigned was confined to his bed by sick- 
ness, and his colleague was unavoidably absent for a few moments, the Grand 
Sire decided that adding an entirely new Degree tothe work of the Order, was no 
alleration of amendment of either the written or unwritten work, though the pro- 
posed Degree contained both ; and therefore, that a simple majoriiy was sufficient 
to enact it. An appeal was taken from this novel decision, and was lost by the 
casting vote of the Grand Sire himself! It was in vain that it was urged -by the 
opponents of this singular legislation, that this Degree, when passed, would be- 
come a part of the written and unwritten work of the Order, and would require, 
in one case an unanimous vote, and inthe other four-fifths of the members to al- 
ter or amend it. The undeniable truth of this assertion was acknowledged, and 
yet, it was held that a bare majority could pass it!! The Degree was, in this 
Way, as you are probably aware, forced upon us. 

The question now arises, whether this Grand Lodge will acquiesce in the pal- 
pable evasion of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of the U. States, attempt- 
ed in enacting the Degree of Rebekah ; or whether, alarmed at so dangerous and 
lawless a precedent, it will not call earnestly upon its compeers of the other 
States, to join it in saving the Constitution from shameless disregard, and main- 
taining the only safe-guard of the weaker State Grand Bodies, strict construction, 
and faithful adherence to the spirit as well as the letter of the law.

The Grand Master submitted the following report : 


M. W. GRAND MASTERS REPORT. 
To the R. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


i have the honor to submit a brief statement of the matters which 
have come under the cognizance of this department of the Order dur- 
ing the past official year. While it will be seen that we have had 
but a_small accession in point of numbers, we have reason to congra- 
tulate ourselves, that the foundations of the structure of Odd Fellowship 
in North Carolina have not been weakened. 

At your last Communication, a resolution was adopted, directing the 
issue of a Charter for a Lodge to be located at White’s Store, in An- 
son county, by the style of Brown Creex, No, 43. Conformably to 
authority from my immediate predecessor, the Lodge was du.y opened 
and its officers installed, by G. Rep. Walter L. Steele, of Falling 
Creek Lodge, No. 29, on the 17th June. 

Tarly in the year of my official service, a petition from several wor- 
thy Brothers, was presented to me, praying for a Dispensation to open 
a new Lodge in Wilmington. The petitioners had all withdrawn, by 
Cards, from Cape Fear Lodge, No. 2. 

This being the first instance of an application to divide an existing — 
Lodge, and to establish two Lodges in the same community, the sub- 
ject was considered with much so icitude, and the advice of competent 
Brothers sought and obtained. The result of a very careful and deli. 
berate review of the whole matter led me to the conclusion, that the 
good of the Order at large would be promoted by acquiescence in the 
application, while no injury could, in consequence, result to Cape Fear 
Lodge, No. 2. A Dispensation was accordingly granted to open 
Criarennon Loner, No. 45; and the duty of its Institution was com- 
mitted to and performed by D..D. G. M. William L. Smith. The 
growing. importance, and rapidly increasing population of Wilmington 
warrant the expectation that two Lodges may be well sustained there. 

Among the Petitioners of that Lodge. and its first Noble Grand, was 
our lamented Brother P. G. Rep. William E. Anderson. His death 
is 2 serious loss to the Order, and especially to the infant I.odge over 
wuich he presided ; to the Brothers of which his many amiable and 
excellent qualities of head and heart had endeared him. While we 
mourn his departure from among us, we mourn not withoutthe reason- 
able hope that he has carried with him that passport which has gain- 
ed him admission into the Celestial Lodge above. 

A Dispensation was also granted to open Farmington Lodge, No, 
A6, at Farmington. The duty of its Institution was kindly performed 
by R. W. Grand Warden, Peter Thurston, on the 25th of February.

gree. That high functionary properly declined tiicrference. The 
application was “made, ! { am satisfied, without due c onsideration, and 
certainly with no inten‘ion whatever to set at defiance your authority. 
It is alluded to now, only because the occasion seem. a fit one to bring 
to the notice of Subordinates, that coirespondence with the Grand 
Lodge of the United States can only properly be hac through the me- 


dium of the State Grand Lodges. 


Permission has heen extended to various Lodges, “om time to time, 
to have Addresses delivered, and for public celebrations. 

I have been called upon frequently for decisions o:. questions of sup- 
posed doubtful construction. None of these question: involve anything 
new, and they were.all settled according to preceden’:, For that rea. 
son they aré not hére mentioned in detail. Phes vill he seen by, 
reference to the file of correspondence and my Letiv; Bouk, whieh will 
ibe laid before you. 

The difficulty of ascertaining your decisions and the opinions of the 
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Grand’ Masters, scattered as they were through numerous pamphlet 
copies of your proceedings, many of which were out of print, has led 
to unnecessary applications. ‘This will be measurably obviated by the 
volume of Journals published by P. G. Sec, William D. Cooke, under 
your authority. ‘This work has been very creditably done by the Com- 
piler, and will prove a valuable accession to the Order, and ought to: 
be in the hands of every member. 

The following Lodges, Achoree, Esperanza, Thaddeus, Oriental, 
North State, Caswell, Mountain, and Cross Creek, transmitted to me 
the required contribution to the Honolulu Fund. The amount was: 
forwarded to G. Sec. Ridgely. 

The expenses of this department for the past year amount to $10 09, 
principally for } vinting and postages. 

There is no !aw requiring the Grand Master to make official com- 
munications to you. I have followed usage, and the precedent set be- 
fore me by all” my predecessors. I respectfully suggest that there 
should be some requirement of this kind. It would very much forward 
your business were the Grand Secretary and the Grand ‘Treasurer 
directed to report in detail, to the Grand Master, at some fit time be- 
fore the day of your yearly meeting, with a view to enable that officer 
to embody the «hstance of their reports in his communication, or to 
have them prin‘cd, in cases of real interest, for your information. The 
Grand Lodge would thus, at the beginning of its session, be put in 


possession of evcry matter of interest and importance which had occur- 


red during its rezess. 


In withdrawing from the high office to which your partial kindness — 


called me, I embrace the opportunity of making to you my grateful 
acknowledgements for the honor done to me, and for the privilege I 
have enjoyed of connecting my name with your history as an institution. 
I regret that I have had so little ability to serve you. You have my 
warmest hopes and wishes that your labors may serve to lay broad 
and deep the foundations of the Temple of your Order ; to strengthen, 
to adorn, and to beautify the edifice of Odd: Fellowship—the structure,

REPORT OF GRAND SECRETARY. 


To the R. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

In compliance with the laws of the Order, I respectfully submit my 
Report. 

From the Returns of Subordinate Lodges, of the State, there are 
1669 Contributing Members within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge. During the period between Ist January and 31st December, 
1852, there have been 263 Initiations, 43 Rejections, 41 Admitted by 
Card, 128 Withdrawn by Card, 12 Reinstated, 47 suspended, 44 Ex: 
pelled, 13 Deceased. ‘There are 253 Past Grands. 

There have been received for Initiations $1,339; for Degrees 
$2,741 62; for Dues $5,088 80; amount received for Fines and from 
other sources. $507 63; amount received for Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund, $1,449 14; amount for Education, $75 80. The whole amount 
of Revenue $12,515 07 ; amount upon which per centage is to be paid 
$8.903 37; and the amount paid thereon by the Subordinates $390 11 

Up to this date, (April 27th, 1853 ) I have received from al! sources 
$1,019 54—for which [ have the Grand Treasurer’s Receipts 

There have been expended—for the relief of Brothers—1,311 ; 
for Burying the Dead, $419 20; for the Education of Orphans, $186 ; 
and for the Relief of Widowed Families, $467 13.” ‘Total amount paid 
out for Relief, $2,333 33. 

Sundry Subordinates are indebted to this Grand Lodge $98 75,

Fo the R. W. Grand Lodge I.0.0F. of the State of North Carolina: 

- The undersigned, who were appointed a Committee at the last Session of your 
Rody, to take into consideration the Degree of Rebekah, and report to this Com- 
munication such action as in our judgment 1t was proper for this Grand Lodge to 
take, have discharged that duty, and present the following epitome of their opin- 
ions : 

This Degree has been adopted by all the Grand Lodges, with the exception of 
those of this State and Maryland. Itis desirable, in the highest degree, that 
there should be perfect uniformity, in all respects, in our Order throughout the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the United States: andif this Degree should 
not be accepted by us, the curious and unenviable spectacle will be presented of 
an Order differing in one State from the work and instructions of another. We 
do not question the right of this Body to refuse to adopt it; but we think its ex- 
ercise would present the appearance of an insubordination to the enactmeuts of 

_ the highest tribunal known to our laws, calculated to work great evil to our most 
*~ excellent Brotherhood. 
. Weare aware that many. an intelligent and zealous member of the Order enter- 

“tains the opinion that this Degiee was not properly engrafted upon our system,— 


that it was adopted in palpable violation of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge 
of the United States. Some of the Committee concur in this opinion. Yet a 


» majority of the members of the Grand Lodge of the United States thought other- 
wise at the Cotamunication of 1851. 
” A large porcion of the former has acquiesced in the decision, and we do not 
think it advisable for us to hold out against the weight of authority, especially 
* when no good is likely tobe accomplished by it. We therefore earnestly hope 
that this Right Worthy Grand Body will agree with us in the opinion, that it is 
advisable to aecept the Degree, and take such steps, forthwith, as are necessary 
for putting the Subordinates in possession of the same. To facilitate the action 
_of this Grand Lodge, we propose the annexed Resolutions, in which we ask your 


concurrence.

So The undersigned, who had the honour to represent your interests in the late 
Session of the Grand Lodge of the United States, in compliance with the duty 
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amposed by their official connection with yoe Body, beg leave to present the fol- 
lowing Report : 

It affords us pleasure to state that the proceedings of that august body are 
characterized with that harmony, and the intercourse of the members with that 
true fraternal courtesy which was to have been expected in a Congress of the wise 
and experienced Representatives of so valuable and cherished an Order as our 
own. Our experience, derived from a cordial and free interchange of opinions with 
gentlemen from all sections of our wide spread Confederacy, has confirmed us in 


the belief that that genuine conservatism which the principles of Odd Fellow ‘ship: 


inculeate, is of great service in allaying eee storms of sectional passion and strife 
to which our political empire is subject. To be “faithful to the country,” and 
obedient to the “laws and institutions” which have been adopted by the general 
voice for our government, constitnte an essential pillar in the temple of our Fra- 
ternity ; and we are happy to know that, it has been guarded and protected by 
the Brotherhood every where, to prevent its disintegra ation and decay, and thus 
preserve our political fabric unbarmed, a blessing and a boon to us and our poste- 
rity forever. 

The Grand Lodge cssambled.t in the City of Baltimore on Monday, the 20th 
September last, William W. Moore, M.W.G. Sire present, and presiding. All the 
officers, and Repr esentatives from thir ty-oue Grand Lodges and twenty- six Grand 
Encampments were in attendance. One of your Representatives regrets that he 
was compelled, by public duties in this State, to leave before. the closing of the 
Grand Lodge. The other remained until the ‘adjour nment. It was our pleasure, 
generally, to agree in opinion, Sometimes, however, we found it necessary to 
differ; but these cases were “rari nantes, in gurgite vasto.” Wealso had the 
valuable counsels and concurrence of ee Naa Thomas H. Hardenbergh, of 
the Grand Encampment of this State. 

We do not intend to weary the Grand Lodge by a very elaborate report. The 
decisions which were made during the late Session are to be found in the printed 
proceedings, which are in your possession, Nevertheless, we feel called upon to 
direct your attention to them specifically. The reason for this is obvious. The 
following are the decisions: 

“A Withdrawal Card is the absolute property of the holder, and is an evidence 
of his former good membership; and if he offers to deposit it, and thus gain ad- 
mittance into a Lodge, and is rejected, the Lodge has no right to mutilate it by 
endorsing rejected thereon.” 


“ Application to the Lodges with which they were connected, for re-instatement, 


is the only means of renewing a connection with the Order, lost by disuse.” 


“That the subject of dues belongs pecpliar ly to the legislation of State Grand | 


Bodies, and interference by the Grand Lodge of the United States is wr ong.” 


“That State Grand Lodges haye a right to provide for the admission of Scar- . 


let members to witness the ceremonies of Installation.” 

“That the Degree of Rebekah is not a necessary qualification for officers in a 
Subordinate Lodge. Fe 

“That State Grand Bodies have the right to disfranchise Seperainaves for in- 
subordination, without notice for trial.” 

“One year is the uniform term required of officers of State Grand Bodies, Ki 

“ A’ Withdrawal Card, after the EpUanee of twelve months, is invalid for visit- 


dang, but is evidence of previous good standing, when application is made for re- © 
mewal of membership.” “ And when a Brother has lost his Card, he may, upon 


satisfactory proof thereof, be admitted to membership as an Ancient Odd Fellow, 
and vill be entitled to the rank which he proves himself to have attained.” 


“Persons who claim to be Odd Iellows, but cannot offer sufficient proof, can . 


only be admitted by initiation ; and shall state in their petition that they have 
ever been suspended or expelled froma Lodge, and that they cannot get the eVi- 


dence of their former membership.” 
“ Adter a Lodge has granted a Card, the Secretary has no right to withold it”

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“The Past Grand’s charge may be delivered by the Noble Grand, but not by the 
Vice Grand. If a Past Grand be present, it is his duty.” / 

“A Subordinate Lodge cannot grant leave of absence to an elective officer for. 
a majority of the nights of a term, without working a forfeiture of the honours of 
his office.” : 
“A Subordinate Lodge cannot re-consider a ballot onthe election of a member.. 
If fraudis established a new ballo! may be ordered.” 

“The Vice Grand should appoint his own Supporters.” 


On the first day of the Session, Representative DeSaussure, of South Carolina,, 
introduced resolutions providing for the election of a Committee of Five [origi- 
nally three] to present to the Communication of 1853 such amendments to the 
Constitution, By-Laws and Rules of Order of the Grand Lodge as they might 
deem proper, which propositions should lie over, for action, until 1854. They 

~ were passed. An amendment was offered by Representative Barnard, of New 

York, that when considered, it should be asa whole, Your Representatives were’ 

- opposed to this amendment, for the reason that they did not wish to be forced to 

- take the “good and ill together.” 

' Inconsequence of the passage of these Resolutions, but two amendments were 
made. One providing that the Giraud Lodge should meet on the first Monday of 
September, and the other that all Past Grands who have taken the R. P. and G. 
Encampment Degrees. should be eligible to the office of Grand Sire. 

The Grand Lodge determined to hold its next Session at Philadelphia. 

A proposition was made to the effect that Indians might be admitted into the 
Order. The Committee on the State of the Order made an adverse report, which 
ywas signed by Representatives DeSaussure and Colfax. This report was over- 
ruled, on the ground that the language of the Committee was not sufficiently guard-- 
ed. Wesustained the report cordially. We were fearful of the consequences, - 
thinking it might “be quoted for a precedent, and many an error, by the same ex- 
ample, rush into the order, breaking down certain ancient land-marks, necessary,, 
in our judgment, to the maintenance of our peace and unity as a brotherhood. 

On the second day of the Session, the Grand Lodge proceeded to the election 

__ of officers for the ensuing term, when Past Grand Master Wilmot G. DeSaussure, 

. of South Carolina, was elected Grand Sire; Horace A, Manchester, of Rhode Is- 

_ land, Deputy Grand Sire ; James L. Ridgely, of Maryland, G.R. and C. Secretary ; 

_and Joshua Vansant, of Maryland, Grand Treasurer. 

_ It was the pleasure of one of your Representatives to: put in nomination the 
_ distinguished member who was elected to fill the highest office within the gift 
of the Order. Past Grand Masters Ellison, of Massachusetts; Barnard, of N. N. 
York, and Askew, of Delaware, were:also named for this appointment. Each 
would have done honor to the Order; but your Representatives had a choice. 
_ They congratulate the Order upon the elevation of a gentleman so competent and 
_ worthy, in all respects, to discharge the high. functions of the office to which he 
~ has been called. Possessing a clear head; having large experience:and. a known 
- devotion to the just and temperate progress of the order, a confidenee may be felt. 
that his administration will be wise and conservative. His chief aim will be to: 

_ keep steadily in view “the ancient land-marks which our fathers have set,” while 

» at the same time, he will not close his eyes to: “the spirit of the age,” which de- 

) mands that the minds and the energies of man shall not be fettered, except by 

those restraints which experience demonstrates to be wise. Your Representatives 

4 take occasion to say that “all progress is not reform.” They donot approve that 

ceaseless tampering with the institutions and laws of the past, which may be 

- characterized as caperimental progress. Men are apt to go pretty “fast” in this: 

» Republic of ours, without having many “spurs to prick the sides of their intent.” 

+ We should be cautious, therefore, how we meddle with existing things, and never — 
~- do so unless we are sure that a change will be beneficial. It is folly to reject 
every admonition of the age, and madness to approve. “ Jn medro, tulissimus: 
|, ibis” is, and always will be a safe rule of guidance; guarding us against the folly 
_ ef spurning every proposition which the advancing wisdom of the times may sug-

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gest: prevonting us from the silly opinion that wha at has auited one age will be brae 
per for all ime to come; and at the same time saving us from that equal absurd 

ty of supposing that our fathers were foolish, and that we alone possess Gicdom 
of all who bave lived upon the face of the earth, In the manufacturing estab- 
lishments of the country a piece of ingenious mechanism, very properly Called a 
“governor,” is used to regulate the motion of the machinery, These are equally. 
important in the moral and social or vanizations of the age.

system is much needed, and highly desirable. At present we deem it unne- 
‘cessary to enter into an argument to show how far the Encampment system 
falls below that position which it ought properly to assume in the Order, and 
in what respects a change wouldmake it more useful and efficient in carrying 
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out the objects intended by its creation. The objects intended to be attained 
by the adoption of the Encampment Degrees, and the establishment of this 
organization as a separate and higher branch of the Order, we understand to 
be these: 

ist. That members of the Order who had proved themselves faithful and 
worthy in the Subordinate Lodges should be elevated to these higher degrees 
as a mark of merit. 

2nd. That those so elevated should, by a similar system of contribution to 
that used in the Subordinate Lodge, be entitled to further benefits. These 
objects, we believe, can be attained as well by making these degrees but high- 
er degrees in the Subordinate Lodge. 

The reasons which present themselves most forcibly to the understanding 
of your Committee for making this change, are: 

ist. The inequality of the present system, and 

2nd. The great expense necessary to sustain it. 

In the present condition of the Order in our State, there are but few Lodges 
sufficiently strong to furnish the material and means for the establishment of 
an Encampment; and, consequently, members of the weaker Lodges have 
either to unite with Eneampments at a distance, or be entirely deprived of the 
reception of the degrees. ‘This presents an inequality in the work of the 
Order, which ought to be remedied. 

2nd. As to expense. The maintenance of the Encampment, as a separate 
branch of the Order, weakens the Lodges in their finances (which we consider 
a most essential particular) to the full extent of the amounts paid for Encamp- 
ment expenses; and under this head we would include the support of the 
Grand Eneampment and Representative tax to the Grand Lodge United States. 

To carry out the foregoing views, we submit the annexed Resolution, in 
which we ask your concurrence.

GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 
To the R. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In obedience to a law of this Body, as well as in conformity. 
to a custom long established by my predecessors in office, I 
beg leave to submit the following as my official Report: | 

‘A law passed by the last session of this Body, required the 
Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer to make out and for- 
ward their Reports to the Grand Master at least one month, 
before the meeting of the Grand Lodge. The object of this 
requirement was, no doubt, to enable the Grand Master to 
give the subjects embraced within these reports his careful 
attention, and thus have it in his power to make such sugges- 
tions to this Body as his calmer reflections might authorize. 
I fear that I shall be unable to offer for your “consideration 
any thing of moment growing out of the state of facts which 
these documents show to exist. I present them for your 
thoughts, in the hope that your own judgments may lead you to 
make a practical application of their teachings. 

The Grand Secretary reports as follows: 
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The Returns from Subordinates show that there are 1,721 
contributing members within the jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge. From January 1 to Dec. 31, 1853, there have been 
299 ‘Initiations, 64 Rejections, 49 Admissions by Card, 121 
Withdrawals, 14 Reinstatements, 61 Suspensions, 60 Expul- 
sions, 18 Deaths. 

There are 280 Past Grands. 

The following amounts have been received: For Initiations 
$1,484, for Degrees $3,854 50, for Dues $5,863 54, for Fines 
and other sources $784 48, for Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund 
$1,691 52, for Education $51 58. Whole amount of Revenue 
$14,307 48. Amount upon which per centage is to be paid 
$10,536 86, and the amount to be paid thereon $1,580 52. 

Up to this date I have received, for Dispensations $150, 
Dues $1,541 36, Rebekah Books $52, Initiation Books $2, Cards 
$16 86, Odes 75 cents. Total amount to 29th of March 
$1,762 97, for which I have the Grand Treasurer’s acknowl- 
edgments. 

Sundry Subordinates are indebted to the Grand Lodge 
$171 52. Ihave written to all the Lodges, enclosing an ac- 
pegs in form of the indebtedness, as per instructions and my 

uty. 

Phere have been expended, for the Relief of Brothers 
$2,160 88, Burying the Dead $466 85, Education of Orphans 
$156 25, Relief of Widowed Families $338 32. Total amount 
paid for Relief $3,122 30. 

The Returns were slow in reaching the Grand Secretary. 
Contentnea Lodge, No. 34, Snow Hill, has only made Returns 
for June Term, 1853. Manteo Lodge, No. 8, has made uo 
Returns during the year. Occidental Lodge, No. 33 has 
made no Return since June Term, 1852. 

In conclusion, I would state, that I wrote to the Committee 
on P. G. Secretary Cook’s books, and herewith submit report 
made by P. G. Isaac Proctor. 

Your attention is called to sundry documents in possession 
of the Grand Secretary, which will be for the consideration 
of your Body.

In a letter accompanying the foregoing statement the Grand 
Treasurer estimates a deficienev of about $600, growimg out 
of the expenses of the present Session of the Grand Lodge, 
the Representative Tax to be paid to the Grand Lodge of the 
United States, and the amount necessary to purchase the 
Books and. other documents required by this Body. This sum 
he proposes to borrow from Bank, in the same manner as was 
done at the last Communication. 

Although this amount must be raised by loan to meet the 
demands of this Body, it occurs to me that it affords no cause 
of uneasiness as to the efficiency of our present financial 
system. After the returns for the present Term shall come 
in, I have no doubt that the Grand Lodge will be able to re- 
lieve itself entirely of debt, and that the surplus on hand, at 


_ the next Session, will be amply sufficient to meet all the ex- 


penses to be incurred. With these views, I do not deem it 
advisable to recommend any change in our revenue law. I 
would suggest to you, however, that the subject is well wor- 
thy your most mature consideration, to which it 1s respectfully 
referred. 

The following new Lodges have been established during 
the present official year: 

Friendship Lodge, No. 47, located at White Hall, Wayne 
county, was organized, by virtue of a Charter granted by this 
Body, on the 18th day of June, by Dep. G. M., W.S. G. Andrews, 
wie by P. G’s Robinson, of Neuse, King, of Tuscarora, and 
others. 

Palmetto Lodge, No. 48, located at Carolina Female College, 
Anson county, was Instituted by me on the 27th July, assist- 
ed by P. G. Caldwell of Pee Dee, and Brothers from Falling 
Creek and Pee Dee Lodges. i 

Hardenbergh, No. 49, located at Germanton, Stokes county, 
was opened on the 12th of August, by special Deputy, P. G., 
A. T. Zevely, of Salem Lodge. ) 

A Petition was received for the establishment of a Lodge at 
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Tarborough. In accordance therewith, I directed that the 
necessary Dispensation, Books, &c., should be sent to your 
very efficient Deputy Grand Master, and I wrote to hin, re- 
questing him to Institute the Lodge, provided he could con- 
veniently do so. In case he could not, I authorized him to 
depute P. G. Lawrence, of Winchester Lodge, to attend to it; 
I learn, wnofficially, that this Lodge has been organized, but 
no report of such act having been made to me, or to Dep. G. 
M. Andrews, I am unable to state the time when it was done. 
From the “Ark,” I learn also, that the Lodge is called Epaz- 
COMBE Loner. 

I have issued dispensatory authority to seven Brethren of 
Mocksville, in Davie county, to establish a Lodge in that 
place, to be known as Davir Lopean, No. 51, and have re- 
quested Grand Warden John A. Weirman, of Salisbury, to 
open it. As yet there is no report. 

From this statement it appears that during my official Term 
there have been four Lodges opened, and a Dispensation is- 
sued to open the fifth. I respectfully recommend that Char- 
ters be granted to such of these Lodges as are now working 
under Dispensations. 

I beg leave to call your attention to that part of the Grand 
Secretary’s Report which states the failure of several Subor- 
dinates to make the required returns. 

I regret that Iam not able to give you any information 
respecting one or two Lodges which have failed to work. I 
have taken the necessary steps to have their Charters, Books, 
&c., returned to you, but have had no report upon the subject. 

The Committee appointed by you, to examine and report 
upon the Books of P. G. Sec’y, Cooke, have not yet had a meet- 
ing. P.G., Isaac Proctor, however, one of the Committee, has, 
as far as possible, discharged the duty requested, and has made 
a statement of the result. This statement will be found 
among the papers of my office, and is referred to you for such 
action as you may judge best. I make no suggestion what- 
ever on the subject, having full confidence that you will do 
what is right. 

During my official term, I have granted to several Lodges 
Dispensations to change the time and number of their meet- 
ings. My Letter Book will show the cases to which I allude. 
This Book will also give you the several decisions which I have 
made and the instructions given, during my term. I invite 
the most rigid scrutiny into these official communications, so 
that if my opinions have been correct, they may be a guide, 
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so far as they go, to my successor; and if incorrect, that no 
false teaching may grow out of them. I have endeavored to 
expound the law intelligently, but you are the Court of Hr- 
rors, and must decide. 

During the month of November, I was compelled by busi- 
ness engagements to leave the State, and to remain absent for 
a period of several months. Of this necessity I duly advised: 
the several Subordinates, and requested them to direct their 
official letters, for a certain time, to Dep. G. M. Andrews, 
at Goldsborough. I had every confidence that his opinions, 
whenever asked, would be worthy of respect, and would be a 
safe guide in cases of doubt. It affords me pleasure to bear 
testimony to his zeal and ability in the discharge of the duties. 
devolving upon him on account of my absence from the State. 
The substance of his replies to several questions propounded, 
upon which answers were requested, will be found in my Let- 
ter Book, and I take occasion to say that I have had no diffi- 
culty or hesitation in fully endorsing them—they, in eyery in- 
stance, containing what I understand +o be the law ‘‘made 
and pr rovided” for the cases to which they refer. 

It was my desire and intention, when I accepted the office 
of Grand Master, to have made an official visit to as many of 
the Lodges within this Jurisdiction as possible. My _ belief 
was, that by so doing, the work of the Order would become 
more uniform, and at the same time more correct. At present, 
as is well known, there exists a difference in the work in dif. 
ferent Lodges. The diser epancy is not great, by any means ; 
on the contrar y, I have little doubt that there is as much uni- 
formity in our mode, and as much correctness, as can be 
found in any State of the Union. Still, it is highly desirable 
that there should be a perfect agreement as to what is right 
in all Lodges. <A visit to each Subordinate by the Grand Mas- 
ter, and a thorough instruction given by him, after having 
made himself perfectly familiar with the unwritten work, 
would have tended greatly, and would now tend, towards the 
accomplishment of this highly important object. As I became 
situated, I could not carry out my designs, and very much re- 
egret it. 

During the past year our Order has lost one of its most dis- 
tinguished and valuable members. It is hardly necessary that 
T inform you. I allude to the death of Past Grand Master 
Perrin Busbee, of Raleigh. His history and his virtues are 
well known to you all. Gifted with a vigorous intellect, which 
he had improved by high culture; possessed of pleasing manners, 
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with a heart tender and sympathetic, knowing no guile, he 
had secured for himself the respect and confidence of all men, 
and was fast rising to a position of commanding influence and 
usefulness in our State, when he was called to his last account. 
An ornament to our Order is gone—one of your brightest jew- 
els is lost. There are those, however, whose bereavement we 
cannot measure. A happy household has been made desolate. 
His wife and children are sore stricken with grief. Our sym- 
pathies are with them, and we cannot but hope that a merci- 
ful Heaven will smile upon them in their calamity. 

The nature of my correspondence has been such, that I have 
had very little specific information in regard to the condition 
of our Order in this State. I had indulged the hope that ma- 
ny of the letters which I should receive would contain state- 
ments of the situation of the several Lodges from which they 
might come. Such was not the case. So far as I have been 
able to learn, however, both from private sources and the re- 
port of the Grand Secretary, the Order, although not in a 
very progressive, is stillin quite a healthy state. I do not re- 
gard a great increase of membership as an infallible evidence 
of prosperity. It is often the case, solely the result of a want 
of caution in Lodges, thereby admitting to their mysteries 
those who are utterly unworthy to receive them. Our pro- 
gress has been steady, though not fast, and we should be well 
satisfied with it. 

The effect produced upon the mind of a new member, by 
the ceremony of Initiation, has a very material influence upon 
his love and zeal for the principles and work of the Order.— 
Where the ritual prescribed is gone through with by each of- 
ficer as if he were well acquainted with the part he under- 
takes to perform, the impression is far more favorable than 
where all is confused and unintelligible. It sometimes occurs 
that the person initiated has a good right to suppose that they 
who are inducting him into the mysteries of the Fraternity 
are totally unqualified teachers, knowing nothing themselves. 
In such instances it is not difficult to see how farcical the cer- 
emony must appear. In order to avoid such scenes as I have 
described, I respectfully suggest the passage of a law requir- 
ing the officers of Subordinate Lodges to commit to memory 
the part of the ritual pertaining to them, within one month 
of the date of their installation, or be subject to such penalty 
as may be thought best to secure the end had in view. 

However intelligent any Society of Odd Fellows may be, it 
can never be regarded as in a very prosperous condition; -un- 
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less it is well acquainted with the current news and history of 
the Order. Without this, after a lapse of time its ‘“ bright- 
ness” will vanish away. Every observant Odd Fellow will 
recognize the truth of the declarations I have made. I there- 
fore, respectfully, but earnestly, recommend to you, and 
through you tothe membership in this State, the importance of 
a liberal patronage to the newspapers and periodicals special- 
ly devoted to the interests of the Order. There are several of 
these well worthy of an extensive circulation and support; 
and I trust I shall not be regarded as making an invidious 
distinction between them, if I suggest that of these 1 know 
the Ark and Golden Rule will be found, by any one who 
chooses to subscribe for either, to be richly deserving his favor. 
Any newspaper is worth the price required to be paid for it, 
and it is a disgrace to any man in the land to be without one. 

I also call your attention to the fact, that it might be well 
enough to reiterate your sentiments in regard to the propriety 
of a mergement of the two branches of our Order. ‘That such 
a result would prove of incalculable advantage, I cannot en- 
tertain a doubt; and hence would advise that no legitimate 
effort be spared likely to lead to so desirable an end. The ar- 
rangement can be made, its opponents to the contrary not- 
withstanding, and it is not very difficult to do. The prize is 
worth the effort. 

I shall weary you no longer. I trust that your labors dur- 
ing the present Session will be of benefit to those whom you 
represent, and it will afford me great pleasure to second any 
effort tending to produce such a result. »

R. W. G. R., Walter L. Steele, submitted his Report as 
Grand Representative to the G. L. United States, as follows : 
To the R. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

In submitting the Report, which terminates my connection 
with you, as one of your Representatives to the Grand Lodge 
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of the United States, I trust I shall be pardoned, for again 
returning you my most hearty thanks for the manifestations 
of confidence in me, which you have always exhibited— 
During the session of this Body, held in 1852, (the second 
Grand Lodge I attended,) I had the honor of being called by 
a unanimous vote, to assume the duties of the station, which I 
am now about to surrender. In the succeeding year, you 
made me the Chief Executive of this Jurisdiction; and thus, 
has been imposed upon me a larger share of duty than usu- 
ally attaches itself to one individual. My labors, in conse- 
quence, have been, by no means insignificant during the past 
year; and I have found myself surrounded with responsibili- 
ties connected with my offices, which I would not again 
willingly assume. 

I accepted these trusts, with a full knowledge that, in order 
to discharge them, with any credit to myself, and benefit to 
the Order, (and at least, so as not to make my brethren 
ashamed of their officer,) I had to familiarize myself with the 
laws of this Lodge and the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
to a degree which I could not, at the time of my election, claim 
to have attained. Whether I have done so, the record is the 
evidence, and you are to judge. At all events, I have striven 
faithfully to do my work, knowing that I could, in no better 
way, give you a substantial exhibition of my gratefulness for 
the kindness you have shown me. 

The Grand Lodge of the United States assembled in the 
city of Philadelphia, on the Ist Monday of September last. 
At this_session, the following officers, who had been elected 
in 1852, were duly installed, viz:—Wilmot G. Desaussure, of 
Charleston, 8. C., M. W. Grand Sire; Horace A. Manchester 
of Providence, R. I., Dep. Grand Sire; James L. Ridgely, of Bal- 
timore, Md., Grand Secretary, and Hon. Joshua Vansant, of 
Baltimore, Grand Treasurer. 

I very much regretted that neither Rep. Jones, my colleague, 
nor P. G. M., Hardenbergh, of the Grand Encampment of this 
State, was present. The whole duty of attending to your in- 
terests, therefore, devolved upon me, and I felt the necessity 
oftentimes of that counsel which, had they been present, I 
should have been able to get. It thus several times occurred, 
that I was at great loss what course of action to take. I am 
sure, however, that nothing but necessity caused them to fail 
in their attendance. 

Every State in the Union, with the exception of Arkansas, 
had its Representative present. Even California was there,

in the person of a very worthy man. Thus you will perceive, 
each part of the United States had its peculiar opinions re- 
flected, and yet the session was one of great harmony, and 
passed off pleasantly to the members. Our brethren of the 
“ Quaker City,” (as it is very foolishly called,) were very kind 
in their attentions, and did us the honor of a ball and a festi- 
val, at which there was no doubt considerable enjoyment with 
those who participated. Your Representative was unable to 
take part in the exercises of the former, but did full justice to 
the viands which loaded the tables at the latter entertainment. 
These hospitalities were well meant and well received, and we 
all felt quite thankful for the kindness which they exhibited. 
For myself, however, I must say, that they interfere too 
seriously with the business of a Grand Lodge, to be regarded 
in any other light than as an evil. They are never so intended, 
I know, but the fact is too apparent to need any confirmation. 
This remark I design to be general in its application. 

Whilst in Philadelphia, I received from P. G. Master Har- 
denbergh, to whom it had been intrusted, the proceedings of 
the Grand Encampment of this State, upon the subject of merg- 
ing the two branches of the Order. I did not have a copy of the 
action of the Grand Lodge on the same subject. Nevertheless, 
I presented the documents of the Encampment to the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, stating at the time, that this 
body had passed resolutions of precisely the same char- 
acter. A reference of the subject was made to the Legisla- 
tive Committee, of which I was a member. After due course 
of time the majority reported that it was inexpedient to legis- 
late upon the subject. This report was signed by Rep. Crickard 
and McCord. I felt it my duty to present a minority report, 
which -you will find upon the Journals of the Grand Lodge. 
This report is quite briefand merely gives the substance of the 
opinions held by this Grand Body. I did not have time to 
make it as elaborate as I would have desired, or I should have 
presented an extended view of the evils of the present system, 
and the probability of their pprtial or entire removal by the 
change which we propose to effect. The Grand Lodge con- 
curred, by a large majority, im sustaining the report of Reps. 
Crickard and McCord. 

Several members of the Grand Lodge told me that they 
had no idea the Encampment branch could ever prosper, as 
a general thing, at all equally with the Subordinate Lodge, 
and regretted that the two had not been blended “in the be- 
gining,”’ but it was too late now to remedy the evil. Others 
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gave me promises of their hearty assistance, among whom I 
hope I shall be pardoned for naming Reps. Gyles and Seymour, 
of Souch Carolina, and Day, of Tennessee. Upon a test vote, 
Ihave no doubt that nearly one-third of the members of the last 
Grand Lodge would have favored the mergement; but it will 
be a long time, (unless the present system falls by its own 
weight,) before the requisite number can be had to make the 
desired change. Men are either so wedded to the habits and 
customs of their fathers, or so utterly wild and reckless in their 
cravings after the new, that genuine reform is slow in being 
accomplished. An “Old Fogy” (I hope I shall be pardoned 
for the use of these words) is perfectly content to keep the 
Institution just as it now is, without regard to the necessary 
improvements of the age; whilst ‘‘ Young America,” battling 
under the doubtful banner of “State Rights,” strives to tear 
down the ancient bulwarks of the Constitution and place a 
larger share of power in the State Grand Lodges. These be- 
ing the chief ends which these two factions (with all respect) 
seem to have in view, their minds are not likely to rest wpon 
any prospect of veal improvement to the Order, until the one 
or the other shall have triumphed. V%tality is needed far more 
than anything else, and it can neve: be had until a fundamental 
change in the state of the Order is effected. Perhaps, after the 
Grand Lodge shall decide upon the Constitution, as proposed 
by the Committee of 1852, the time of calm reflection upon 
the mergement of the two branches may arrive. If so, I shall 
hail it with joy. Then “ Young America” will probably 
have triumphed, and may turn its attention towards this matter. 

I would respectfully suggest that you re-affirm the opinions 
expressed upon this subject at the last communication, and 
direct the Grand Secretary to forward a copy of the same to 
each Grand Body within the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge 
of the United States. It will never do to yield the matter 
without a harder struggle than has yet taken place. It is 
gaining friends, and I allow myself to hope, that, at some 
time, it will be carried out. 

As I have already indicated, the Committee of 1852 made 
a report of an amended Constitution, which will be acted up- 
on in September next. These amendments are spread out up- 
on the Journal of 1853, which is in your possession, and can 
be examined. by you at your pleasure. It will be well for you 
to consider them, so that your Representatives may know your 
opinions and prepare themselves to carry them out. So far as 
T have examined them, I am inclined to look upon the changes 
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proposed, as a general thing, with more favor than dislike, 
and I believe the Report will be adopted. 

The day I left Philadelphia, I learned that a box, directed 
to me, containing the bound Journal of this Lodge, was in the 
office of the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Penn- 
sylvania. I suppose they were sent to me, there, that I might 
distribute them among the Representatives of the several 
Grand Lodges present, to be by them carried home and given 
to their respective Bodies. It was, however, too late; for the 
Grand Lodge had adjourned. I directed that the box should 
be sent to Grand Secretary Ridgely, and wrote to him to dis- 
tribute them when he sent out the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States. I suppose they have, at last, 
reached their destination, as he promised compliance with my 
wishes. 

A good deal of time was taken up in going through with 
the unwritten work of the Order. The instructions were more 
thorough than they were in 1852, and I think more correct.— 
T shall be ready, when called upon, to give you the benefit of 
the information which I obtained. I will remark, however, 
that we have the work quite correctly. 

It is to be regretted that there is such a lapse of time be- 
tween the sessions of this Body and those of the G. L. U.S. 
Although I paid strict attention to what took place, I am free 
to. confess that I do not recollect events as clearly now as I 
did shortly after they occurred. This difference in time ope- 
rates more seriously on the unwritten work than on any other 
portion of it. 

For the decisions of the Grand Lodge and other informa- 
tion of interest to the Order, I respectfully refer you to the 
Journal. 

Allow me to express the hope, that the interests of Odd 
Fellowship in North Carolina may be advanced by the wisdom 
of your deliberations, and that the Order may go on unfet- 
tered in its mission of Peace and Love. I assure you, it will 
afford me pleasure to contribute to the accomplishment of so 
excellent a result. 

And now, I take leave of you as your Representative. I have 
done what I thought best calculated to promote the interests 
of the Brotherhood. Examine my acts, and if you are even 
satisfied with my intentions, I shall be highly pleased. If you 
approve my course, I ask no other reward.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE oF THE ORDER. 
To the R. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on the State of the Order, ‘to whom Bro. 
Wm. J. Hoke presented the following Quer for solution, 
which said Query is as follows: ‘‘What cntetiee a Lodge to 
take when brothers become enemies upon political affairs, and 
the facts cannot be brought out Without introducing political 
discussion in the Lodge,” report; that they have had the same 
under consideration, and have bestowed the attention upon it 
that the nature of the question required, the result of which 
is as follows :—The Committee are unable to conceive the oc- 
currence of a case to which the above mentioned Query is 
strictly applicable. A Subordinate Lodge unquestionably has 
the right to enquire into, and ascertain, any and all facts that 
generate difficulties between its members, such a power being 
essential to its self-preservation. That political or religious 
discussions naturally flow from such investigations, 1s not ap- 
parent; on the contrary, they would entirely be irrelevant.— 
The soundness or unsoundness of any principle or principles, 
advocated by one member of a Subordinate Lodge and op- 
posed by another, never produce irreconcilable differences be- 
tween them, let the principle appertain to either politics, mor- 
als or religion. Other causes produce these results. This is 
apparent to any mind gifted with the slightest power of con- 
templation. Hence, in “the investigation of any facts that pro- 
duce such alienation among the members of a Lodge, as mar 
its harmony or concord, the truth or fallacy of any political 
principle is not necessarily involved. In the heat of discus- 
sions, one Odd-Fellow may charge his brother member with 
things, the truth of which would implicate his integrity.— 
That a similar case to this gave rise to the foregoing Query, 
the Committee are fully convinced—and not a political diffi- 
culty—and hence, in the investigation of it, political or other 
irrelevant discussions are, and can be, included, without detri- 
ment to the character of either of the opposing parties. The 
Committee therefore conclude, that a Subordinate Lodge has 
full and complete power, in any and all eases, of which it has 
cognizance, to enquire into the truth of the same, provided 
dissensions result from them, it matters not in what they 
originate.

Jones, by his Lodge, but it does not appear 
that there was a Committee appointed to duly examine the 
case, and there is no report whatever, except a paper stating 
the grounds of complaint against Bro. Jones, drawn up by 
the member who preferred the charges or allegation in the 
first place. For these and other informalities, the Committee 
beg leave to offer the following resolution :

North State Lodge, No. 26, proposes to amend the following 
Article of its Constitution, viz: Article 6, Sections 1 and 2, and 
to add a fifth Section to Article 11; they also propose to 
amend Article 3, Section 2, and Article 6, Sections 9, 15, 18, 
20, 22 and 26 of their Bye-Laws—all of which amendments 
proposed being in accordance with the General Laws, we re- 
commend that their request be granted. 

We find, on examination of the Constitution and Bye-Laws 
of Olive Branch Lodge, No. 37, that they are correct. 

We have also had under consideration several amendments 
to the Bye-Laws proposed by Mecklenburg Declaration Lodge, 
No. 9, all of which we would recommend the adoption of by 
said Lodge, except the fifth, which we think, if not in viola- 
tion of the General Laws, not in accordance with the princi- 
ple of Odd Fellowship, and therefore recommend that the fifth 
amendment proposed be not inserted among their Bye-Laws. 

We have also had under consideration amendments to Bye- 
Laws proposed to be made by Excelsior Lodge, No. 41, and re- 
commend that the 12th Article be amended as proposed. We 
also recommend that, in amending Article 14th, some partic- 
ular amount shall be named.

The M. W. Grand Master submitted the following Report: 


GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 


To the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Past Granps—We have great reason to be grateful to Al- 
mighty God, for the innumerable blessings which he has scat- 
tered with a "bounteous hand, upon us and upon our beloved 
Order. While in the wisdom of him who cannot err, one of 
our sister jurisdictions has been smitten with plague, and the 
angel of death has hovered over two of her cities, we have been 
spared the distress of such a scourge, and with our associations 
almost unbroken, with health and warm glowing desires to be 
useful citizens and faithful Odd-Fellows, we are permitted to 
assemble in this our annual communication. Let us be thankful. 

The term for which I was elected is about to expire; I am 
called to surrender into other hands the trust which your par- 
tiality placed in my keeping. In doing so, it behooves me to 
make a full exhibit of all the transactions of my office, that you 
may be able to approve and by your endorsement confirm what 
is right, or prevent a permanence of evil. : 

At the last communication of your Grand Body, the Grand 
Master was instructed to ‘ take the necessary steps to procure 
the charter, books and other property of Occidental Lodge, No. 
33, said Lodge having forfeited its charter.’’ 

Shortly after the adjournment of the Grand Lodge, I received 
communications from several brothers of this Lodge, stating 
some of the causes which had prevented Occidental from per- 
forming her duty to the Grand Lodge. ‘The charter had been 
_ revoked under a law of the Grand ‘Lodge, which requires that 

mas’ any oe te to PATE and pay its dues foe two stated 
Baal fe ic x 
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communications of the Grand Lodge, shall be deemed extinct 
and its charter forfeited.’? Asa preliminary step to a restora- 
tion, the brethren were advised to pay up the dues, which they 
accordingly did, and all the returns were handed in to the Grand 
Secretary. On being advised of these circumstances, after con- 
sultation with brothers of high standing and long experience, I 
issued a warrant authorizing the Lodge to continue to work. It 
was a source of regret that my first official action after your 
adjournment, came apparently so directly in contact with your 
instructions; but on mature reflection I was satisfied it was the 
proper course, and that your Grand Body would not continue, 
what was really a punishment of worthy members of the Order, 
after they had done all in their power to repair the injury 

caused by one or two careless members. I[ regret to have 
to state, that this Lodge has not sent in her reports regularly, 
and is now two terms in arrears, The whole matter is now in 
your hands, to take such further action as you may deem 
proper. 

My predecessor, P. G. M. W. L. Steele, issued a warrant to 
open a Lodge at Mocksville, Davie County. This Lodge was 
duly instituted by P.G. W. John A. Weirman, on the 26th of 
May, 1854, and is known as Davie Lodge, No. 51. 

On the 6th of Dec., 1854, I received a petition from five 
brethren holding cards, for a warrant to open a Lodge at James- 
town, Guilford County. The prayer of petitioners was granted, 
and Car olina Lodge, No. 52, instituted by P. G. Porter, of 
Buena Vista, No. 21, on the 28th of December, 1854. 

On the 17th of April, 1855, a warrant was granted to five pe- 
titioners to open a Lodge at Monroe, Union County, to be known 
as Monroe Lodge, No. 53. ‘The warrant and books were for- 
warded to D. D. G. M. Samuel J. Lowrie, from whom no report 
has been received. 

On the 23d of June, 1855, a petition was received from five. 
brethren for a warrant to open a Lodge at Roxboro’, Person 
County. The Lodge was instituted on the 2d of August, 1855, 
by P. G. E. J. Robertson, and is recognized as Hzel Lodge, 
No. 54. 

On the 17th of September, 1855, the petition of five brethren — 
was received, asking a warrant to open a Lodge at Marlboro’, 
in Pitt County, to be called Marlboro’ Lodge, No. 55. A war- — 
rant was issued, directed to D. D.G. M. Wm. B. Myers, and the — 
Lodge duly instituted by him, on the 7th of November, 1855. — 

IT recommend that the Grand Lodge grant Charters to these — 
Lodges. 

In January last, I was notified of the death of P. G. W. D.

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From an examination of the Grand Secretary’s Report, you | 
will see that several Lodges have failed to make their reports as 
required by Article XVIII of the Constitution of this Grand 
Lodge, and that there is a considerable amount due. 

Without punctuality on the part of the subordinates it is 
impossible that the Grand Lodge, as at present organized, can 
be sustained. I beg to recommend a strict examination by your 
committee into the condition of all the Lodges which are delin- 
quent, and that they be dealt with as in the judgment of your 
body may be deemed for the interest of the whole jurisdiction. 

‘The Grand Treasurer reports, cash in hand, $1,204 03, which, 
with the amount that will probably be paid "in during the ses- 
sion of the Grand Lodge, is deemed sufficient to meet all the 
expenses of the present communication, and fully demonstrates 
the wisdom of the course pursued by the last Grand Lodge, in 
postponing the time of meeting. In fact, the Grand Lodge 
would not have had sufficient funds in May Jast to have paid 
the expenses of a session, and we should have had to resort to 
the very disagreeable and unsafe expedient of borrowing. I 
have reason to believe that hereafter she will be able to sustain 
herself from the tax on subordinates as now established, but 
without the utmost economy she will be unable to carry forward 
any work of charity or benevolence. The Grand Lodge at its 
annual communication in May, 1854, passed a resolution, to be 
found on page 77, vol. 1, Journal, pledging itself to provide for 
the education of the orphans of members whose Lodges are un- 
able to aid them. In 1850,G.M. J.B. Newby called the at- 
tention of your body to the subject, and offered some suggestions 
thereupon, which will be found on page 255, Journal. Acting 
on the recommendation of the G. M.,a Special Committee was 
raised to consider the subject, which committee brought in their 
report, with a resolution directing the Grand Secretary to set 


_ apart 10 per cent. of the revenue of the Grand Lodge to consti- 


tute a widow and orphan fund. This resolution was laid on the 
table, and probably overlooked in the press of business at the 
close of the session. ‘The original resolution of 1854, did not 
contemplate a provision for the widows of Odd-Fellows. A re- 
solution passed at the same time, granted them certificates which 
enables them at any time to throw themselves upon the charity 
and claim the assistance of the brethren. It would seem as if 


the provision made for them was sufficient to secure the protec- 
tion of the Order. For the orphan, no provision of any kind 


has been made. ‘They have no certificate granted to enable 


_ them to claim the aid of the Order, and the only notice taken of 
_ them is, to enrol their names as the orphans of Odd-Fellows. 
_ I call your attention to this matter, and hope some immediate 
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that when called upon it can redeem a solemn pledge made at 
one of its earliest communications. 

At your last communication, the Grand Secretary was in- 
structed to proceed to Raleigh and procure from P. G. 8. 
Cooke the property of the Grand Lodge, in his possession. I 
deemed this a proper occasion to effect an adjustment of the 
- accounts between the Grand Lodge and its past Secretary, and 
instructed the Grand Secretary to examine all P. G. S. Cooke’s 
claims, and report to me. ‘The balance as stated due Decem- 
ber 8th, 1854, is one hundred and eighty-three dollars seventy- 
nine cents, ($183 79). The Grand Master has not felt himself . 
authorized to pay any thing on this account; but I am con- ~ 
vinced there is an amount justly due the brother. The princi- 
pal difficulty in fixing the true amount seems to be this. In 
1850, (see page 289, Journal.) P. G. S. Cooke was authorized 
to publish the proceedings of the Grand Lodge up to that time, 
and the committee to supervise said publication was authorized 
to subscribe for 150 copies at one dollar and a half per copy. 
In 1851, P. G. S. Cooke was authorized to embrace the 
proceedings of that year in the same volume, and fifty cents 
additional was allowed him per copy; but P. G. S. Cooke 
also printed the proceedings of that year in pamphlet, and 
charges in his account this additional printing. Whether he 
exceeded the instructions of the Grand Lodge, I am unable to 
_ determine. It is desirable that you adjust the whole matter at 

the present session of this body; it is but just to all parties, 
and further delay will but complicate the difficulty. P.G.S. 
Cooke has been requested to attend this communication with 
his accounts. / 

A resolution was passed by the last Grand Lodge, directing 
the reports of the subordinates, together with the books of the 
Secretary, to be audited by a committee of brethren residing in 
Wilmington. All the reports and accounts have been placed 
in the hands of this committee, and I have no doubt they will 
make a full report during the session of this body. 

Several resolutions requiring certain duties of the Grand Sec- 
retary have been attended to, and the directions of your Grand 
Body fully followed. All the property of the Grand Lodge re- 
maining in the hands of P. G. 8S. Cooke has been received 
The resolutions in favor of Brown Creek Lodge were for- 
warded; notice given to subordinates to forward the name o 
the Post Office nearest each Lodge; the expression of the feel 
ing of the Grand Lodge for the loss of P. G. M. Bushee, com: 
municated to his family; a card furnished Bro. Stephen H. — 

Johnson; of Covenant ee and all the other duties of ine i 
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been very voluminous, owing partly to the fact that balances 
remained standing against many of the Lodges on the books of 
P. G. 8. Cooke; which, as the Lodges had frequently settled 
their accounts since those debts were made, were hard to 
explain. 

The delinquency of some of the Lodges has been a source of 
trouble as well as regret with the Grand Officers. In making 
the report to the last Grand Lodge of the United States, we 
were obliged to leave out the reports of twenty-three Lodges, 
which makes us appear in the report of the G. L. U. 8S. with 
diminished strength, while in fact the present report to this 
Grand Body in which the reports of fifteen Lodges are not in- 
cluded, shows an increase of membership. I would suggest 
that your Grand Body impress on the installing officers the im- 
portance of forwarding the reports (particularly for the term 
ending in June) promptly to the Grand Secretary. 

On the 27th of August last, I received the resignation of P. 
G. M. Thomas H. Hardenbergh as the Representative of 
your body to the Grand Lodge of the United States. Where- 
upon Grand Treasurer, A. Paul Repiton, was appointed to 
succeed him. Our Representatives were at their posts, and are 
prepared to make the customary report. 

The letter-book and correspondence of the Grand Master will 
be placed in the hands of your committee. In the decisions 
made, I have endeavored to follow as far as possible those of 
more experienced officers; if in any case I have erred, it isa 
duty you owe to the Order to see the error corrected and a 
proper decision put on record. 

Several dispensations to alter time of meeting and hold cele- 
brations have been issued. 

On the 30th of June last, a dispensation was eran to

These two, amounting to sixty dollars, will increase the availa- 
ble funds to $1,264 03.

Rules for organizing the Grand Lodge at the beginning of a Communication. 


Ist. The presiding officer having taken the chair, the officers and members 
shall take their respective seats; and, at the sound of the gavel, there shall be 
general silence. The presiding officer shall then direct the Grand Secretary to 
call the roll of officers; after which the Grand Secretary shall report the num- 
ber of Lodges from which Representatives are present, when, if there be a 
quorum, the Grand Chaplain shall be requested to address the Supreme Ruler 
of the Universe in prayer. The Deputy Grand Master shall then examine the 
Representatives present and report to the presiding officer; and if correct, the 
presiding officer shall direct the members to clothe themselves in proper regalia 
and take their seats. The Deputy Grand Master shall then, at the request of 
the presiding officer, proclaim the Lodge duly open for the transaction of busi- 
ness. 

2d. A committee of three shall be appointed by the chair, to examine and 
report upon the Credentials of Representatives. 

3d. The minutes of the last Annual Communication shall be read and passed 
upon, unless the same be dispensed with by a vote of the Lodge. 

4th. The Report of the Grand Master, of his acts and doings during the 
preceding year, shall be presented. 

5th. The presiding officer shall appoint the folowing Standing Committees, 
viz: 

Committee on the State of the Order. 

Committee on Finance. 

Committee on Appeals and Grievances. 

Committee on Petitions. 

Committee on Correspondence.

Rules of General Application. 


Ist. The Grand Lodge shall be opened each morning with prayer. 

2d. No motion or resolution shall be the subject of debate until it has been .

3d. All resolutions shall be in writing; and all motions shall be reduced to 
writing at the request of any member of the Lodge. 

4th. When a question is before the Lodge, no motion shall be entertained, 
except to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to 
a certain time, to amend or to refer. And the motions thus enumerated shall 
have precedence in the order in which they are named. The first two shall be 
decided without debate. 

5th. A motion to lay an amendment on the table, if decided in the affirma- 
tive, shall not carry with it the original question. ; 

6th. When the reading of a paper or other matter is called for, and the same 
is objected to by a member, it shall be determined by a vote of the Lodge. | 

7th. Before putting a question to a vote, the presiding officer shall ask ‘‘ Is 
the Lodge ready for the question?’”’ If no member rise to speak, and a ma- 
jority of the Lodge are ready for the question, he shall rise and put it. 

8th. While the presiding officer is putting a question or addressing the 
Lodge, no one shall walk out of or across the room, nor entertain private dis- — 
course. 

9th. After the presiding officer shall have risen to put a question, no mem- 
ber shall speak upon it, except by unanimous consent. 

10th. The presiding officer, or any member of the Lodge, doubting the de- 
cision of a question, may call for a division of the Lodge upon it. 

11th. No member shall be permitted to speak or vote, unless clothed in 
regalia suited to his rank and standing in the Order. 

12th. When a member rises to speak, or to make a motion, or offer a resolu- 
tion, or to present any matter for the consideration of the Lodge, he shall 
address the presiding officer by his official title; and should he have occasion 
to allude to any other member, he shall do so in respectful language, applying 
to him the title appropriate to his rank in the Order. 

13th. Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under discussion, avoiding all personalities or indecorous language, as well a8” 

all improper reflections upon the Lodge and its members. ‘

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16th. No member shall speak more than twice upon the same question, 
until all the members of the Lodge have had an opportunity to speak, if they 
desire; and not then without the consent of the presiding officer. 

17th. The Chairman of a Committee shall always have the privilege of 
closing the debate upon any matter reported upon by the committee of which 
he is chairman. 

18th. Should two members rise to speak at the same time, the chair shall 
decide which is entitled to the floor. 

19th. No member shall interrupt another while speaking, without his con- 
sent and the permission of the presiding officer, except it be to call him to 
order. 

20th. When a petition, memorial, or communication is presented to the 
Lodge, the introducer shall be at liberty to make a brief statement of its con- 
tents. 

2Iist. When a blank is to be filled, the question shall be taken first upon the 
largest sum or number and the longest time proposed. 

22d. Any member may call for a division of the question, when the sense 
will admit of it. 

23d. Every member shall vote on all questions and serve on committees, 
unless excused by the Lodge. 

24th. All Reports of Committees shall be in writing, signed by the members 
thereof. 

25th. No member shall be allowed to vote after the result has been an- 
nounced, except by unanimous consent. : 

26th. The yeas and nays shall be ordered and recorded when demanded by 
one-fifth of the members present. 

27th. Any Representative shall have the right to call for a vote by Lodges. 

28th. When a question has been indefinitely postponed, it cannot be again 
considered during that communication, except by unanimous consent; which 
consent must be given without debate. 

29th. A question or matter laid on the table, may be called up for considera- 
tion at any time by a vote of the Lodge. 

30th. Any member who voted with the majority in any question, may move 
for a reconsideration thereof, at any time during the communication. 

31st. A motion made and carried to indefinitely postpone a motion to recon- 
sider, disposes finally of the consideration of the original question, during the 
communication at which it may be passed. 

32d. Any member has the right to protest against any of the proceedings of 
the Lodge; and to have his protest spread upon the Journal, if in respectful 
language. 

33d. No more than two amendments to a proposition shall be entertained at 
the same time; that is to say, an amendment, and an amendment to the 
amendment, and the question shall be first taken on the latter. 

34th, Any member guilty of a breach of decorum, may be ordered to take 
his seat, by the presiding officer; and the Lodge may, by a vote, order him to 
be reprimanded, or to leave the room.

_ REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CORRESPONDENCE. 
To the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


The Committee on Correspondence beg leave to report, that 
they have carefully examined the Letter Book of the Grand 
Master, and sundry documents connected with the correspon- 
dence of this Grand Body; and while they find nothing to con- 
demn, discover much to approve. 

The letters of the Grand Master disclose the true spirit of 
Odd-Fellowship; and prove his official action to have been goy- 
erned by good intention, correct judgment, and a proper zeal 
for the interests of the Order. 

A number of decisions, generally on minor points of import- 
ance, have been made; and your committee, while deeming it 
unnecessary to recapitulate them here, would yet state their 
entire concurrence in them all. We think there can be no- 
doubt of their correctness. A practice (which we here take 
occasion to condemn) prevails, to too great an extent, with 
members of the Order, to refer all points springing up in the 
management of Lodges, whether mooted or not, to the decision 
of the Grand Master. ‘The slightest difficulty—the least differ- 
ence of opinion—is at once referred to him, without at all con- 
sulting, or if so, very imperfectly, the laws and precedents of 
the institution. Hence the labor of that officer is made onerous, — 
and he is saddled with a pile of correspondence, which, by the _ 
proper attention of those addressing him, would never have been — 
imposed. Questions are asked that have been decided time — 
and again. Points are raised that even a cursory exaffhination — 
- would show to have been settled. We do not wish to check a — 
proper spirit of inquiry, but the writing of unnecessary and 
sometimes of injudicious letters. The office of Grand Master 
is sufficiently burdensome, without the necessity of ansyee a 
“communications of this character. 

Your committee find that dispensations have been granted to 
Edgecombe Lodge, No. 60; Samaritan, No. 31; and Ente 
prise, No. 44, to change the time of meeting. A dispensation 
has likewise been sien to Carolina Lodge, No: 52, to remove, 
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The action of the Grand Master in authorizing Occidental 
Lodge, No. 33, to continue to work, your committee fully ap- 
prove. This Lodge had neglected to report and pay its dues 
for two stated communications of the Grand Lodge, and had 
thereby forfeited its charter. ‘This body.at its last session di-

I do not think there has been 2 period within the history of the order in 
this jurisdiction, where the Lodges were more dilatory in making returns 
‘especially was this felt in regard to the June Term of 1856, when our re- 
port to the Grand Lodge of the United States had to be made. 

Owing to the above dereliction on the part of subordinates, and theinstall- — 
ing officers, the Report of the Grand Lodge to the Grand Ledge of the Uni- 
ted. States, was very incomplete, and did great injustice to the state of the’ © 
Order within our jurisdiction. Some means should be adopted to remedy ~ 
this evil. Your Secretary feels conscious of having done his duty, so far as 
sending blank Returns, and urging by repeated correspondence, are con-' ) 

«erned. If the Lodges would only do their duty, much time, money and 
labor might be saved, and the Order be more fairly presented, is there not 
State pride enough to remedy this evil?

The duties assigned your Grand Secretary on Pages 36, 39, 40, 42, 45 and 
46 of proceedings of the last session of your body, have all been discharged. 
Your Secretary feels it to be his duty to state for the information of the 
Grand Lodge, that the Lodges do not understand the late alteration in the 

Biank Returns, and hopes they will be instructed, that under the head, 

“Amount charged by Lodges for Dues,” there is meant, the entire amount 
due by members for each term—and not the per capita amount charged. by 

the Lodges for dues. Also, your Secretary would state, that the G. L., in 

his estimation, does not receive all the per centage which is due to her from 

the Subordinates; arising to some extent out of the non-compliance with 

the laws of the Order, which require per centage upon the amount charged 

y the Lodges, and other deductions which are made. The Committee on 

Returns appointed at the last session, in their report showed the inaccura- 

cies upon that head—and it is hoped that chat Committce will suggest some 

plan by which uniformity in the Returns, as well as accuracy will be had.

* shall be entitled to $2 per week,” which we find conflicts with the 23d Art. 
of the general laws which says “‘a bona fide member shall not receive less 
than $3 per week. Your Committee would recommend ‘that the Article 
be so amended as to read $3 per week. 

The By-Laws of Marlboro’ Lodge, No, 55, have been examined; we find 
no serious objections. 

The By-Laws of Uarrie Lodge, No. 58,’ we find several serious objections. 
First in Art. 9 which reads ‘‘in the absence of the N. G, and. V. G., the R. or 
—L. S. to N. G. shall take the chair,’ which we think conflicts with the an- 
cient usages of the Order if not of the Laws. Also Art. 17, Sec. 2d, which 
allows members in good standing. but ‘$1,50 per week as ‘sick benefits,” 
which is in violation of the 23d Art. of the general laws, Also Art 20,.Sec.

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his Communication : 


Bechinwind Another year has passed, and we have again sascha loam 
around the common altar erected to friendship and morality, and to extend & 
to each other our fraternal salutations, and renew our vows to the genius 
and spirit of Free Masonry. How thankful we should be to the great Au — 
thor of our being, who has 80 bountifully bestowed his blessings upon us q . 
since our last annual communication. While the political world hasbeen _ 
stirred to its depths, and wild fanaticism has swept like a sirocco over our 2 
land, threatening fora time, not only the permanency of our political insti- 
tutions, but the perpetuity of the Union itself. While the sacred atmos- : 
phere of the church itself has not been exempt from the poisonous influence — 
of sectional controversy, the old ship of Free Masonry, full freighted with — 
the treasures of four thousand years, has prosperously pursued her voyage, — 
‘unmoved by the breakers, unchecked by the storm, but guided by the une 
erring compass of universal benevolence, she is endeavoring faithfully to 
fulfill the exalted purposes cf her mission. Our order is gradually approxi- 
mating her true position before an enlightened public sentiment. The : 
mists of error are rapidly disappearing before the rising sun of her brilliancy 
and glory. Newrecruits among the wise and good are daily. enlisting un- 
der her banner. Many new Lodges have been organized under Dispensation, 
old ones have become resuscitated, and are zealous coadjutorsin the promo- 
4ion of her prosperity. The Church no longer regards her as a rival in — 
the affections of her people, but rather an efficient co-loborer in the advance, — 
ment of her principles, and in the promotion of morality. But a short — 
time has elapsed in our history, since the fact being acknowledged in many 
communities, of a man’s affiliation with Masonry, stamped uponhim a mark 
of suspicion. Ie was regarded as having association with deeds of dark- | 
ness, if not a closer alliance to the evil one himself. At present, probably 2 
jn those very localities, it has become a passport to respectability and cher 
acter. 

I have found the labors attendant upon a proper discharge of the duking 
and responsibilities incumbent upon your Grand Master, oftentimes arduous 
and perplexing. A constant adherence to our ancient land-marks, and a 
zealous effort to promote the prosperity of all branches of our Masonie 
family, has been the ultimate object of all my labors. Influenced by these 
motives, I have endeavored to adjudicate all questions of doubtful construc 
tion submitted for my decision. I have endeavored to reconcile all distur- : 
bances, which have arisen among the brethren, agreeably to the morals which” 

Masonry inculeates. In this, I have been more than susta ned by the fra- 
ternity, in their ready forbearance towards each others differences, and when : 
properly advised, evinced, by a ready recognition of our ancient usages and 

oustoms. Our information, from almost every section of this jurisdiction, 
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ig full of testimonials of our inereasing prosperity. I can but exceedingly 
regret, thata necessary attention to the active duties of an arduous profes- 
sion has prevented me from visiting as many of the subordinate lodges as I 
could have desired under more favorable opportunities. 

Three active Grand Lecturers have been, however, most of the time in the 
field, affording ample opportunities for such as desired it, to profit by their 
instructions. You will receive from themselves a detailed and more satis- 
factory report of their operations. I find the disposition quite prevalent 
in the various lodges to reconcile discrepancies, and approximate as nearly 
as possible to an exact uniformity of work. This can alone be accomplish. 
ed by securing the services of some one of our Grand Lecturers in Lodge 
inatruction. I would suggest to the Grand Lodge the propriety of the plan 
adopted in many jurisdictions, of dividing our State into districts, with a 
Deputy Grand Master appointed to each. I think this would not only re. 
lieve the Grand Master froma great deal of unnecessary labor in correspon- 
dence, but would greatly facilitate the business of subordinate lodges by 
having in their vicinity, a District Deputy Grand Master, who could visit 
them at intervals, reconcile differences, adjust doubtful constructions of Ma- 
sonic usage, and harmonize discrepancies in work. From the remote situa- 
tion of our subordinate lodges as well as the capacity of their increase in 
numbers, it is impossible that under the existing arrangement, they ean all 
be visited by the Grand Officers. Many troublesome delays, frequently ne- 
cessarily occur in their business relations, before they can procure a Dis- 
pensation to open a Grand Lodge, or transact any business apart from the or- 
_ dinary routine. This, we think might, by the plan indicated, be, toa great 
extent, remedied. 

‘From the report of the Agent of St. John’s College, it will be found that 
the fraternity has not responded to our appeal to their liberality with the 
xeal which was anticipated. The Institution is in progress of erection. It 
has been embarked by this Grand Lodge upon the sea of experiment as her 
own legitimate offspring. Its Trustees have become embarrassed for the 
want of the necessary means to proceed with their operations. Are we wil- 
ling to look on with indifference at their perplexities, and extend no hand 
to their assistance? This subject is one which I especially commend to your 
consideration. Somé means must be devised to relieve its embarrassment; 
or the project abandoned entirely. In the present stringent condition of 
monetary affairs, it seems impossible to meet the necessary expenditures by 
voluntary contribution. I would suggest as an alternative, the propriety 
of endeavoring to negotiate a loan upon as advantageous terms as possible, 

- based upon the real estate of the College as collateral sccurity. Unless thia 
_ or some other plan be adopted to relieve our difficulties, I see no other hope 
in the future of St. John’s College but an inevitable failure. That alterna- 
tive we must carefully and prudently determine. If, after having proceed- 
- ed thus far, we abandon the enterprise, it will be a blot upon our escutcheon 
which will require years of industry to erase. It will herald to tho world 
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our own imbecility. Are we willing to make the acknowledgment that the 
fraternity of North Carolina, with their generous hearts, their high intelli- 
gence, and numerical strength, their varied resources and abundant means» 
are unable to erect one single College of character within the State? Weare 
rapidly approximating sucha calamity. But, notwithstanding its unpropi- 
tious sppearance, by a proper co-operation of effort we can make something 
of it ifwe will. We can render it a formidable engine for good in our fu- 
ture history, or a perfect incubus to our progress. If the brethren who 
erected the Temple immortalized their name by their stupendous achieve- 
ment, why may we notrender St, John’s College a monument to our libe- 
rality more imperishable than brass, and when all the varied benefits are 
realized by posterity, our children’s children will rise up and do honor to 
our memories. We will then have erected a monument more lasting than 
the Pyramids, as durable as our own native hills, because it will be embalm- 
ed and perpetuated in the safe repository of faithful breasts. 

The Committee appointed at our last annual communication to prepare a 
digest of of the resolutions and regulations now in foree, for the purpose of 
having them printed with the constitution and by-laws, as well as the forms 
of Masonic trial, discharged the duty assigned them as soon as circumstan- 
ces permitted. After a careful supervision, I forwarded them to the Grand 
Secretary, who had them printed and extensively distributed among the 
subordinate lodges. Much benefit will resvlt from them, as well as many 
irregularities practiced in Masonic trials corrected. I have been pained to 
find, in the extended facilities I enjoy of becoming familiar with the inter- 
nal operations of subordinate lopges, so many records of trial for violation of 
Masonic duty. This is evidently a difficulty of our own creation. Many 
young lodges, especially, under the enthusiasm of popular favor, do not suf- 
ficiently guard the portals to our inner temple against the introduction of 
the unworthy. From a misapprehension that numbers promote strength, 
they are not rigid cnough ia their investigations of character, and some find 
ingress, who, ever afterwards prove aconstant source of mortification and 


trouble. Masonry has nothing to fear from adversity if it but remove the — 


dross, and exhibit more fully the beauties of the metal. It is in prosperity 
alone we are in danger, when under a propulsive efforts to procure proselytes 
our favors are incautiously bestowed upon the immoral and unworthy, with 
the falacious hope of effecting a reformation by our association, This isno 
conjectural danger, but one which the annual proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge fully demonstrates. We are taught to recognize no distinctions but 
those of character, but that should be an indispensable prerequisite, to ad- 
mittance to our privileges. He who does not sustain the reputation of a 
just and upright man before the world, is not worthy to participate in the 
vows which rest upon us. If he is adronein society, he will prove a per 
fect vampire in Masonry. 

Two years ago the Grand Lodge, through her College Agent, secured a 
subscription from many northern merchants, upon consideration of our pro 
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ceedings becoming an advertising medium for their firms, as well as their: 
introduction to the favorable consideration of the fraternity of our State, in 
their patronage North. This innovation upon established Masonic usage 
has elicited the animadversions and strictures of some of our brethren in 
other States, in no ordinary measured tones. Itis not our province nor is 
this the time, to enter upon a refutation of these allegations, but we think 
the chairman of the committee of foreign correspondence of the Grand 
Lodge of Iowa, not only transcended the bounds of ordinary propriety, but 
has seemingly forgotten some of the cardiaal principles of our order. The 
portion of that report, in reference to the action of this Grand Lodge, in that 
matter, [commend to your consideration and action. 


I do hope some ways and means may be devised, to erase this blot from 
our proceedings. I questioned the propriety of the policy when sanctioned 
by the Grand Lodge, and would greatly prefer that we should plod along 
at a snail’s pace in poverty, rather than endeavor to soar in borrowed plu 
mage, at the expense of our masonic character. I hope a satisfactory plan 
may be devised by which this subscription may be refunded, and no evi- 


dence exist to the world, that we are willing to compromise our Masonio 
honor for paltry gold.

Since our last Communication, a circular has been received from the 
Grand Lodge of Georgia, announcing the death of their Grand Master, W: 
C. Dawson. We deeply sympathize with that body in the sad bereavement 
they have sustained in the loss of one of its brightest jewels, and hope they 


may find many votaries of the art to imitate his virtues, skill, and fidelity to 
the craft. 


A Document of the highest seepdtaties to the fraternity has been forward: 
ed us from the Independent Grand Lodge of Canada. It details a multi. 
tude of grievances under which they labored, as well as a detail of the vari- 
ous causes, which impelled them to throw off their allegiance to the Grand 
Lodge of England. It is a very lengthy paper, and fully and satisfactorily 
explains itself. We regard it a8 one of the most important masonic occur- 
rences of modern times. The representatives of forty-one subordinate 
Lodges i in convention assembled, organized and perfected an Independent 
Grand Lodge. Masonry in that province has been governed by a Provin- 
cial Grand Lodge, chartered by the United Grand Lodge of Bugland. An- 
noying and perplexing difficulties were perpetually arising, from the exis- 
tence of many Lodges in the Province, holding charters from the “Grand 
Lodges of England, Ireland and Scotland. The Brethren haying time after 
time, used entreaty, petition and remonstrance to the parent Grand Lodge, 
to modify their provincial charter—to remove some of the burdens which 
were paralyzing their énergies—to relieve them of some of the onerous con: 
tributions which were draining and impovérishing théir treasury. Having 
appealed in vain for a redréss of their grievances—no other alternative re- 


mained but to organize in an independent jurisdiction. I hope to see thir

Grand Lodge extend her a cordial welcome, and greet her as an equal in 
the brilliant galaxy of American Grand Lodges. 

We have also received a Circular from the Provincial Grand Lodge of 
Canada West, which will likewise be submitted for your consideration, se- 
verely censuring this so called schismatic movement. We think. however, 
that instead of disproving the position taken by the Independent Grand 
Lodge, it but affords, if possible, an additional argument in the justness of 
their complaint, and that the causes which forced them to a separation, 
were only such as would pigs influence an intelligent people to resist 
oppression. 

There are a few irregularities of a local character growing common in 
Lodge proceedings, to which I desire to direct your attention. A promi- 
nent one is, that in yery many instances too much haste is exercised in 
passing candidatés through the various degrees. Very frequently, reasons 
however trifling are interpreted a case of emergency, and the eandidate is 
hurried through the formality of the degree almost without illustration, 
and his impressions of them are indistinet and unsatisfactory. Before he 
becomes familiar with the proper uses of the compass and gauge as a master 
workman, the Trowel is committed to his hands. This is not practically 
elucidating according to their true intent our symbolic degrees, and no can. 
didate should ever be permitted to pass onward, until he has given satisfac: 
tory evidence of a suitable proficiency in the inferior degrees. 

Masons aré not always sufficiently circumspect in their ordinary relations 
to each other in society. How often do we find it the case, that brethren in 
the ordinary assemblages of the Lodge room, apparently work harmoniously, 
every act seems in strict conformity to the prescribed principles of the order? 
even the mutual obligations of fraternity and morality, are respected and ob 
served. Let these very brethren emerge from the Lodge, engage in the ac- 
tive pursuits of every day life—how often do we find their masonic vows 
forgotten,-and they as men and citizens, engaging in bickerings and strife, 
and enacting scenes of hostility towards each other, not only derogatory to 
their masonic character, but disreputable a3 tien. These irregularities 
doubtless, frequently originate from a want of propér admonition and in- 
struction; they nevertheless are of frequent occurrence, and demand prompt 
and efficient remedies for their removal. This can alone be accomplished; 
by Lodges exercising a strict surveilance over the irregularities of its mem~ 
bers, raising its standard of moral excellence in strict conformity to our an- 
¢ient Landmarks, and permit no modern innovation to change them. _ 

The most prominent danger which seems likely to threaten the perpetui- 
ty of our Institution, is the unprecedented rapidity of its increase, that it 
may lose its own identity iu the modernisms incorporated from other or- 
ganizations, somewhat similar in design. The surest prevéntion agains 
the dangerous influencos of these subtle poisons is to imbibe alone from thé 
pure fountain of our order—familiarize ourselves with her Ancient Consti- 
tutions—garner up profitable instruction from the exhaustless treasures of 
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eur own literature. The last few years have made most important and 
valuable additions to masonic lore. Journals full of profiitable wisdom are 
scattered broadcast over our country, the energy and indomitable enterprise 
of recent times has rendered a Masonie library accessible to almost every 
member of the fraternity. Every Lodge should uot only endeavor to accu- 
mulate a Library of Masonic works, for the improvement of its members, 
but should subscribe for one of the many valuable Masonic periodicals, so 
easily and cheaply obtained. How soon such a policy as this among suber- 
dinates, would tell upon the increased intelligence of the fraternity. 


An increasing disposition in many portions of this jurisdiction is mani- 
festing itself, in an effort to unnecessarily multiply Lodges. This does not 
always accomplish the purpose intended. Where toomuch crowded no good 
resulis follow. Under the pressure of popular favor they may increase 
their members in number. but not promote the strength of the Lodge. A 
species of rivalry is engendered, and persons who under ordinary circum- 
stances, would not have been tolerated, are permitted to enter. During 
their novelty they may grow and flourish temporarily, but a single blast of 
disappointment nips all their hopes and they fall to rise no more. This is 
the prolific source of the forfeiture of so many Charters. Subordinate 
Lodges should be especially careful in their recommendations for Dispen- 
> gation. Besatisfied in the first place that the petitioners are worthy master 
masons, proficients in the art, aud whether the cpening of a new Lodge at 
the place designated, will permanently advance the cause of Masonry. A 
little attention to this matter will generally ultimately prove of important 
practical benefit. 


Brethren we have assembled under flattering auspices this evening.— 
Coming together in friendly counsel from the mountains to the seaboard— 
greeting each other as brothers, volunteers under the same broad banner of 
morality and philanthropy, let us consider that we are responsible, indi- 
vidvally and collectively, for the result and influences of our present delib- 
erations.

In regard to the finances of the Institution, the Trustees have 
=: endeavor ed to pay to the contractors for the building, the seves 
ral instalments as they became due; but, in this, they regret 
to say, that they have not succeeded ; and that, while many who 
4 have subscribed to, and were in other respects indebted to, the 
- College,-have paid with commendable promptness, there are 
‘some who have deferred payment to such an extent as to cause 
surprise by this neglect of their cbligations. Such delinquency 
has been the cause of the present financial embarrassment of the 
College, and consequently a loss of confidence by some of its 
iends, and disaffection on the part of others, while there are 
_ ample means to meet its liabilities, if they could be made avail- 
able. As an evidence of this, the first four instalments amount- 
ing 4 $7,200, was paid with comparative ease; and the three 
installments which have fallen due this year, amounting only to. 
$5,200 have not been paid. Whether this delay indicates a

want of interéstum the College, or results from any other cause; ~ 
itis equally ajsubject of inconvenience and regret. 

The Agents inthe employ of the Board of Trustees, have ac- 
complished but little, compared with what was expected of them 
at a time when means were most needed; but the reports of 
Bro. R. C. Mainard, the traveling agent of the College, and of 
Bro. L. A. Paschall, the Agent for the County of Granville, 
will disclose more fully the extent and success of their operations. 
The same are recommended to your inspection. 

It was deemed advisable to have ether Agents in the field, 
and Bro. J, T. Littlejohn and Z. K. Paschall were appointed a 
Committee to employ them; but they had not succeded in doing 
so at the time of their last report. 

Though the success of our agents has not equalled our expec- 
tations, yet our friends should not be discouraged, as time and 
much labor is requisite in the accomplishment of every great 
enterprise; besides, we have some other resourcés upon which 
we may rely, should necessity force us to avail ourselves of 
them. is 

These would be, to sell the lots (which are a cousiaerelnal 
number; ) adjacent to the College grounds, and which should 
be put in market at a proper time, would doubtless prove val- 
uable. Their management and disposition have been given to 
a Committee composed of Bros. L. A. Paschall, R. P. Taylor; 
and Z. M. Paschall, in the soundness of whose judgment we 
have the utmost aout dohont ; and believe they will obtain thes 
full value 1 in the sale of them. 4 

In pursuarice of a recommendation of the Grand Lodge, that 
the President of the Board of Trustees, should procure from 
one to three thousand lithograph prints of the College Build- 
ing, he reports that he visited Baltimore in October last, and 
ade all necessary enquiries preparatory to the wish of the 
Grand Lodge.

The Report of the Committee on Foreign See 
was read and adopted: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


The committee that was entrusted, at the last session of your 
honorable body, with the duty of examining and reporting upon 
the communications of such grand bodies as have saluted us with 
_ their annual greetings, beg leave to report, that they have re- 
ceived and examined, as carefully as their opportunity would 
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permit, the proceedings of the following grand lodges, viz: Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, California, Connecticut, District of Columbia 

Delaware, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Missouri, Mississippi, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Ore- 
gon, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Texas, Vermont, Virginia, 
Wisconsin, and from the grand chapters of Ohio and Indiana. 


The committee are happy to mform your most honorable 
body that a spirit of peace and harmony, more general than 
has heretofore existed, now prevails throughout the extended 
jurisdiction exercised by these several grand bodies, and that 
whilst there may be a few questions, of no very general impor-_ 
tance, that form the subjects of discussion between several of 
our sister grand lodges, yet they are handled in a manner that. 
shows that our brethren generally are not disposed to stir up 
strife, or cause any breach among the members of the fraternity. 
Masons are but men, of like passions and prejudices with other 
men, and it is but reasonable to suppose that disagreements and_ 
differences of opinion will arise between individual members as 
well as grand bodies. But as Masons are under peculiar obli- | 
gations to each other, it can but be supposed that they will ex- 
amine, discuss and settle their difficulties, in that spirit of har- 
mony and brotherly love that should make all mankind, and 
especially brother masons, firm in the right, but courteous and 
conciliatory in their disposition and demeanor towards each 
other. We do not propose to discuss any of these various ques- 
tions that have been agitated within the jurisdiction of our sis- 
ter grand lodges, because no very serious difficulties have arisen 
from them; nor do we conceive that an expression of opinion 
either from this grand lodge or from the committee, has been 
required or is even desired by any of our sister grand lodges.——_ 
As no good could result, in the estimation of your committee, 
from the discussion of questions that are really of minor import, 
and when examined carefully into are found to contain no very 
substantial disagreement, your committee decline entering into 
it, but prefer rather to call the attention of the brethren to a 
few points suggested by the perusal of the proceedings of our 

3 
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sister grand lodges, that may be of some interest and profit to, 
the lodges under this grand jurisdiction. 


Before proceeding to the main, object of this report, the com- 
mittee would beg leave to state, that it is well known to this. 
grand lodge, that within the jurisdiction of several of our sister. 
grand lodges, very serious and alarming difficulties have hereto- 
fore existed, growing out of a conflict of jurisdiction between, 
these grand lodges and foreign bodies that claimed an equal and 
concurrent jurisdiction, with them within their own limits. All 
the varied and conflicting questions, growing out of this claim 
of concurrent jurisdiction on the part of foreign grand lodges, 
have been ably and fully set before this body by former com- 
mittees, and this committee is fully confident that this grand, 
lodge is in possession of all the information upon these points 
that can be laid before it, and hence they decline entering fur- 
ther into such discussions. But they mention this subject now, 
that they may have an opportunity of stating that the differen- 
ces that have so long distracted some of our sister grand lodges, 
arising out of this question, have. either been, harmoniously ad: 
justed, or.are.in such a train as to give great hopes of a speedy 
settlement of them, all, and a restoration of that harmonious co- 
operation between the several grand and subordinate jurisdic- 
tions, that all good: masons so, earnestly desire and; hope for.— 
At all events, the committee believe that, they are fully warrant, 
ed in declaring that itis their firm, helief, that we shall not soon, 
be called upon to mourn over such scenes as have heretofore, 
given so much uneasiness and pain to masons throughout the 
world. esse | 

One custom generally noticed and, too prevalent among the 
various subordinate lodges, is the fagility with which masons are 
made. Though it is gratifying to all good masons, that our be- 
loved institution has safely weathered the storm of persecution. 
that once threatened to overwhelm it in speedy destruction, and 
is everywhere commending itself'to popular favor, yet we must 
be permitted to remark that masonry, though universal. in its 
character and operations, is not intended to embrace all within 
its folds. It does not and ought not to go out upon the high~ 
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ways, and proclaiming its excellencies and beauties, invite eyery 
one into its portals, regardless of qualifications, and despite of 
objections. To be a good and faithful mason, well tried and 
trusty, requires peculiar excellencies, peculiar qualifications.— 
It is not enough to inquire whether a man will do no positive 
injury 10 masonry, but it is important to know whether he will 
be an active working member, one who, not only will do us no 
injury by his association with us, but reflect credit upon the in- 
stitution wherever his connection with it may be known, The 
hasic, then, with which many lodges make masons, their eager- 
ness to enlarge the number of members, is no. just criterion by 
which to judge of their prosperity, or of the progress of the 
cause, It would be far better for a lodge to have a dozen well 
tric aud active members, men who will illustrate by their dil- 
gent attention, in and out of the lodge, to the various duties 
they take upon themselves when they become masons, and who 
will make themselves familiar with all of the usages and cus- 
toms, than to have a large number, who, though they do nothing 
that may bring disgrace and reproach upon us, remain as igno- 
rant of the true objects and purposes of the institution, ag if 
they had never entered the sacred portals of the temple. The 
world is apt, nay, quick to judge of any institution by the daily 
deportment of those who manage its affairs. If they manifest 
a deep interest in all that concerns it, if they show that their 
connection with it has made them better men and more valuable 
citizens, it can but bear a favorable report to the world. But 
if it produce no change for good upon their charater or actions, 
if the bad and the good are admitted indiscriminately within its. 
portals, whilst the numbers of those who profess to be masons. 
may be greatly increased, we are not so certain that the obser- 
vant and well thinking portion of the community willregard the 
institution in its true ight. Let it be remembered that it is 
not the numbers that flock to oar portals that give us character 
and weight in the community, but the uprighiness of their lives 
and the influence for good that they carry with them in their 
puclic and private walks. Locg:s, then, ought to be ad 
mousued ta be especially careful to inquire cautiously and

fully into the character of those who seek admittance into their 
portals. . 
t¢ Then again, the facilities for making masons in some lodges 
are so great that often two, three, and even more, are initiated, 
passed and raised in one night, when there can be no urgent 
necessity for it beyond the mere desire of the applicants. Apart 
from the fact that this is not in strict accordance with masonic 
usage, those who are thus hurried through our mysteries, how- 
ever intelligent and observing they may be, are not and cannot 
be properly impressed with the sublime moral truths that are mn- 
tended to be urged upon them. No excuse ought to betray the 
‘lodge or its master into such indiscreet or unnecessary haste.— 
If the mysteries of our institution are worth learning, they ought 
to be learned in our way and according to our usages. No sup- 
posed advantage can compensate for the indecent haste and ir- 
regularity so prevalent in many lodges, where the great aim 
seems to be to add to the number of members, without calcula- 
ting whether it will add to the dignity or the fas ee i of 
the body. 

We see complaints made in many of the proceedings of our 
sister grand lodges of the evils growing out of this inconsiderate 
haste. Men who are often made masons in one jurisdiction, 
and armed and equipped with what will commend them to the 
fraternal regard and brotherly greetings of masons elsewhere, 
show that the emergency that ensured them the privileges of 
masonry, did not fit them to take upon themselves the reciprocal 
obligations they have assumed. ‘They prove to be masons only 
in name, reflecting no credit upon the lodges that sent them 
forth, and entailing only trouble and perplexity upon those 
lodges that receive them. 

The committee trust that they are not traveling beyond the 
strict line of their duty when they call upon this grand lodge to 
take such steps as will put an end to this irregular and repre- 
hensible practice within this jurisdiction. The strongest way 
in which we can urge the jurisdiction to conform to the ancient 
usages of the order, is to practice a strict and unvarying confor 
mity to them ourselves. We can never ask others to aid us in 
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putting down irregularities and in preserving the ancient land- 
marks, if weo d not ourselves first set the example. We trust 
that this Grand Lodge at its present annual communication, 
will adopt sch measures as in its wisdom it may deem adequate 

to remedy a great and growingevil. We have thus imperfectly 
discharged our duty in reference to this question, and leave the 
matter in the hands of the grand lodge to dispose of as they may 
deem proper. 

Tue subject of uniformity of work has engaged the attention 
of this grand lodge at sundry times. We observe that it has also 
been under discussion in other grand bodies, and there are some 
things mentioned, and some practiced in other jurisdictions that 
may be of some advantage to this grand lodge in arriving at 
the most feasible plan of accomplishing this desirable end. 

The system of instruction by general lecturers alone, has been 
found by experience not to have met fully the wants of the 
lodges. However efficient and dilligentany grand lecturer may 
be, or even if there be several, it is impossible for them to visit 
all the lodges every year and impart to them the whole work. 
Some lodges are indifferent, and some so remote that they can- 
not easily be reached, The very least time that a lecturer can 
devote to a single lodge with any benefit to its members, would 
be one week, and so, in a large jurisdiction like ours, some lodges. 
would be overlooked. A 

Besides, there are often found those who differ from our grand 
lecturers in the work, and, although a grand lodge may have 
duly commissioned him and sent him forth under their official 
sanction, he may not be cordially received in all portions of the 
jurisdiction. 

Now, is there no way in which this can be remedied, and a 
perfect uniformity of work secured? Can no means be devised 
by which all objections can be removed, and an almost perfect 
uniformity produced? Your committee are of opinion that it 
may be done. 

We observe that in some jurisdictions, the State is divided 
into districts, and a deputy grand master is appointed for each 
district, whose business it is to have a general supervision over

the lodges in his district, and to make an annual report to the 
grand lodge. Now we are of opinion that something of this 
kind, combined with the present system of having grand lectu- 
rers, would produce the desired uniformity, if it were properly 
organized and carried into operation. 

A deputy from each district might meet the grand lecturer 
appointed by the grand lodge at a designated place and time, 
where the work might be learned by at least one person in every 
district in the State. These deputies might then have similar 
meetings of masters of the different subordinate lodges, in their 
several districts, at any time and place that would secure the at- 
tendance of any number of them, and thus gradually but surely, 
a uniformity in the work would be produced throughout the en- 
tire State. Any differences of opinion as to the particular por- 
tions of the work, might be referred to a subsequent general 
mesting of the grand lécturer and the district deputies. 


We throw sut these stigg¢estions, hoping that something may 
be evolved by this grand lodge that may lead to the desired re- 
sult. 

In connection with this subject, the committee would suggest 
that a stricter attention to the lectures of each degree, upon the 
part of the masters of the several subordinate lodges, would 
greatly aid in accomplishing this result. In initiating, passing 
and raising candidates, many masters, either from ignorance or 
from disinclination, omit or very imperfectly give the lectures 
appropriate to each degree, and which the master is bound by 
his obligation to give whenever he confers the degree. ‘Then, 
if each master would oftener call his lodge together for instruc- 
tion, and be more particular in giving a lecture at each meeting 
of his lodge, it would not take a long time to create such an in- 
terest in it, that all the members would attend punciually and 
avail themselves of the instruction offered them. No lodge 
should elevate to the responsible post of master a brother who 
either is not thoroughly qualified to give all the lectures ofall | 
the degrees, or who would not immediately upon his election, 
qualify himself for that important and responsible post. 
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If masters of lodges would be more careful in the proper dis- 
charge of this part of their duties, and members would insist 
upon the proper qualifications in those they choose to preside 
over them, this, one of the greatest evils to which the lodges are 
Subjected, would be done away with, and masters and members . 
would work together with more harmony, ‘and a new and in- 
creased interest would spring up in all our lodges. 

Your committee take pleasure in stating that they have 
marked with peculiar interest, the very great attention that is 
being paid by many of our sister grand lodges to the important 
subject of education. Grand Lodge after Grand Lodge is devis- 
ing some plan to extend the benefits of a good education to the 
children of every mason within their jurisdiction. Some grand 
lodges have a large fund set aside, the income from which in 
some is devoted to the maintenance of some college or high 
school, and in others, distributed throughout the jurisdiction, — 
where the needy and the destitute are supplied with the means 
‘of acquiring a good education. Whilst some grand lodges 
have colleges and high schools under their patronage, we ob- 
serve that subordinate lodges are everywhere moving in the 
matter. This is a cheering sign of progress, and is a sure mark 
that whilst masons everywhere are exercising their benevolence 
and brotherly love, they are also vindicating their claim to be 
called the supporters and cherishers of the liberal arts and sci- 
‘ences. 

Our ferms and ceremonies are not mere unmeaning forms 
and ceremonies, but typical of something i important to Yhankind, 
and that will promote the general welfare of the human family.

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commented upon the proceedings of each grand lodge; in ¢com- 
munication with this grand lodge, but they did not see how it 
could afford either profit or pleasure to this body. The few 
points to which the committee have called the attention of the 
grand lodge, are deserving of its serious consideration; but be- 
yond their recommendation, the committee are free to leave 
them to the action of this body, in full confidence that it will, 
in its wisdom and prudence, devise the best plan to remedy ex- 
isting evils, and to produce the most good to the institution we 
all so much revere.

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations made their 
report, which was adopted : 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Charters and Dispensations beg leave to 
submit the following report: 

They exceedingly regret that the limited time allowed them 
to investigate the important matters laid before them for re: 
sideration, matters which require deep thought and mature con- 
flection, had to be passed over hurriedly, and comparatively in 
avery short time; but, we would state that we have examined 
with as much care as possible, the proceedings and by- -laws of 
the following Lodges, working under Dispensation, viz: Sandy 
Creek, Pine Forest, Central Cross, Palfour, Taylorsville, and 
Fair Bluff, and recommend that Charters be granted to them, 
and their delegates, on présenting their credentials, be permit- 
ted to take seats as members of this grand lodge. 

We would also state that we found inaccuracies in the pro- 
ceedings and By-Laws of some of the lodges, to wit: 

We would respectfully suggest to Sattidy Creek lodge to make 
her By-laws more concise. Pine Grove Lodge has fallen in the 
wmmasonic practice of receiving petitions, balloting for candi- 
dates, initiating, passing and raising at the same meetings, 
which we believe to be the main reason why there are so many 
ignorant craftsmen in our midst. The 18th article requires & 
brother casting a black ball, to make known to the master his 
objections to the applicant. This is in conflict with Article 4th, 
Section 11th, of the By-laws of this Grand Lodge, which says 
one black ball shall reject without a question—except, that a 
second ballot may be had to be satisfied that there is no mistake. 

Taylorsville, Article 2nd, sec. 4th of By-laws, providing. for 

vacancies in case of death, resignation or removal, at neat regu 
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lar meet'ng, which we consider to be contrary to the principles 
of masonry ; believing that in case of the Master’s office becom- 
ing vacant, that the Senior Warden is to fill his station until the 
regular time of election, the Junior Warden to fill the Senior 
Warden’s station, and the Junior Warden’s station to be filled 
pro tem, unless by dispensation from the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master. . 

Your committee would further state, that they have examined 
also, the proceedings and By-laws of the following lodges, viz : 
Granite, Burnsville and Unanimity lodges working under 
Dispensation, and we find some inaccuracies in their By-laws 
which we have marked that the lodges may correct, and we re- 
commend that charters be granted to said lodges.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on Propositions and Grievances respectfully 
submit the following report: 

In the case of A. R. Warner, from Blackmer Lodge, No. 129: 
The accused was convicted by his Lodge for having violated his 
word after giving it as a master mason, to two master masons, 
without showing any justifiable reasons therefor that did not 
exist at the time the promise was made, to the prejudice and in- 
jury of two master masons, and was indefinitely suspended by 
said Lodge. We respectfully recommend that the decision of 
the subordinate Lodge be approved and affirmed by this Grand 
Lodge. 

In the case of Wm. J. McElroy, from William R. Davie 
Lodge No. 119, who was suspended from all the rights and 
benefits of free masonry for three years, upon the charge 
of having lost his character as a man of truth, and for hay- 
ing threatened to expose the secrets of free masonry upon 
being reprimanded by a brother mason for his unmasonic¢ 
conduct. Your commiitee respectfully recommend that the pro- 
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ceeding had in this subordinate lodge be approved, and their judg- 
ment in this case be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


In the case of Bro. R. Gilchrist, from Fhoenix Lodge, No, 8 
The accused was convicted of habitual intemperance by his lodge. 
Having been duly tried, and sentenced to indefinite suspension, 
we respectfully recommend that the decisien of the subordinate 
lodge, in this case, be approved and affirmed by this Grand 
Lodge. 

In the case of: J. 8. Robeteau, from Phoenix Lodge, No. 8; 
The accused was convicted by his lodge of habitual drunk- 
enness, and sentenced to indefinite suspension. We respect- 
fully recommend that the decision of the subordinate lodge 
in this case be approved and affirmed by this Grand Lodge. 


In the case of Will. F. Harderson, from William R. Davie 
Lodge: We report that the transcript is ta regular form, and 
the proceedings had in the case are proper. We respectfully 
recommend to the Grand Lodge that the decision of the subordi- 
nate lodge, in this case, be affirmed. : ee 


In the crse of Brother Norwood Wiley, sent up, from. 
Greensboro’ Lodge No. 76, who was indefinitely suspended 
upon a charge of ‘unmasonic conduct in violating his mas- 
ter mason’s obligation by a gross falsehood and fraud, prac 
ticed on a brother master mason.”’ Your committee would re- 
spectfully report that the transcript of the record in this 
gase, is too. imperfect to base any action of this grand lodge 
upon it. We recommend the case to be sent back for a 
more perfect record in the following particulars, to wit: 
whether the accused brother acknowledged himself guilty. of 
both the specifications in the charge, the nature of the fraud 
charged, and lastly whether the accused brother was tried in a 
master mason’s lodge. | 

In the case of Samuel Fisher, from Logan Lodge, No. 121: 
Your Committee regommend that the decision of the suordi . 
nate Lodge, in this ¢ase, be affirmed by this Grand Lodge. 


In the case of John B. Gatter, from Mocksville Lodge, No, 
134: Your Committee report that the only evidenee against the 
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accused sent up to this Grand Lodge, in his own declaration 
before the lodge, wherein he admits that he had stricken a 
master mason in anger, but, at the same time he stated: he. 
did it under circumstances which justified him m so doing. 
Taking the whole of the declarations together, we think that the 
gubordinate lodge erred in their decision, and we respectfully 
recommend that it be reversed. 


The petition of Edward Ransdall represents that in the year 
1855, he was expelled from all the rights, benefits, and privileges 
of mansonry by Lafayette Lodge, No. 86, for drunkenness, 
that said lodge is now extinct, and that he has become a sober 
and peaceable citizen, and prays this Grand Lodge to restore 
him again to the rights and privileges of our order. And some 
fortynames of persons representing themselves to be members 
of Clinton Lodge, recommend the petitioner to the favorable, 
consideration of this Grand Lodge. This petition bears date 
the 2d day of November, 1855. Your Committee have availed 
themselves of the opportunity of inquiring at sources they rely 
upon, and they find that the applicant was expelled from his 
lodge many years ago for drunkenness, and that he lived a so- 
ber life for a long time as set forth in his petition, but unfor- 
tunately for him, his old infirmity has returned upon him since 
the date of his petition, and that he has been seen, drunk upon 
divers occasions within the last year. Your Committee respect- 
fully recommend that the prayer of- the. petitioner be not 
granted, 


In the case of Bro. P. W. Wooley, indefinitely suspended: 
from Pee Dee Lodge, No. 150, for unmasonic conduct, viz: In-. 
temperance, your Committee recommend that the decision of the, 
lodge be approved and affirmed. 


In the case of Bro. T. B. Haskill, expelled from Pee Dee 
Lodge, No. 150, for unmasonic conduct, viz: intemperance and, 
trading with negroes, your Committee repprt that it does not

The report of the Committee on the Grand Master’s commu- 
nication was read and adopted : 


The Committee to whom was referred the annual communica- 
tion of the Most Worshipful Grand Master, have had the same un- 
der careful consideration, and beg leave to submit the following 
as the report, for the adoption of the Grand Lodge. Your 
Committee would respectfully recommend that portion of the 
Most Worshipful Grand Master’s address, which relates tothe ap- 
pointment of District Deputy Grand Masters, to the favorable 
consideration of this Grand Lodge; and for the purpose of 
carrying out the views therein expressed, recommend that the 
same be referred to a Committee of three to report thereon. 

We fully concur with the Most Worthy Grand Master in 
condemning inthe severest terms, the haste, which many su- 
bordinate Lodges are guilty of, in making masons, and the 
great error they have fallen into, in believing that. numbers. 
add to their strength, after using materials without any regard 
to the internal qualifications, and often materials which will 
remain as a rough ashler, and that should be left to repose in 
the great quarry of nature as wholly unfit for the builder’s use. | 
The great haste exhibited by many lodges, in conferring the 
degrees, even upon the slightest pretext is certainly a departure 
from the ancient landmarks and usages of the fraternity, and 
we heartily concur with the views expressed by our Grand 
Master in relation to the same, and would recommend the subor- 
dinate lodges, working under the jurisdiction of this Grand 
lodge, to adhere strictly to the ancient landmarks of the fra-— 
ternity. 

The Committee, on that portion of the address which relates 
to the embarrassed condition of the Trustees of St. John’s Col- - 
lege, deeply feel the great responsibility which now rests upon 
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the fraternity of North Carolina. It has been truly said that 
the enterprise has been embarked by this Grand Lodge upom 
the sea of experiment, and that it is our legitimate offspring, ~ 
and your Committee feel the obligations resting upon the present 
Gr-nd Communication, to be of no ordinary character. Some- 
thing must be done to,proesecute to completion the noble edifice 
of St. John’s College, which is to.be an everlast ng monument of 
the liberality of its founders, and which will be looked upon by 
generations yet unborn, with no small degree of admiration and 
wonder; or, if unfinished, to. stand as an everlasting monument 
of disgrace to those into whose hands its destiny has been 
placed. Your Committee would much deplore. that such should 
be its fate,and would recommend that this most worshipful 
grand body take the necessary steps to procure funds for its 
speedy completion, by adopting the following as the most feasi- 
ble plan for the same: that the Trustees of St. John’s College 
obtain by loan the requisite amount for the completion of the 
same, the payment to be secured by a mortgage upon the pro- 
perty. | 

That portion of the Most Worshipful Grand Master’s Address 
which relates to the subscriptions obtained by the Agent of St. 
John’s College, of northern merchants, fully meets the views of 
your Committee. and we recommend that the same be referred 
to a committee of three.» 

The Committee, on that portion of the address which refers 
to the Grand Lodge in Canada, feel that we, in common with 
our brethren in Canada, are engaged in one common cause: that 
is, the promotion of the interests of our time-honored institu- 
tion, and. that this Grand Lodge, with fraternal feelings, should 
recognize and receive, with cordial friendship, the Grand Lodge 
of Canada, and extend to her the courtesies usual among 
Grand Lodges. 

_ There are many points of inhonesit which are of great moral 
excellence set. forth in the anuual address of our Most Worship- 
ful Grand. Master, but which do not require any particular no- 
tice at the hands ofyour Committee. But we cannot refrain ex- 
pressing our admiration of that portion of the address which 
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speaks of the conduct of masons, both in the lodge room, and 
in their intercourse with the brethren inthe private transactions 
of every day life, the great moral lessons which are inculcated 
and impressed upon the candidate at every step he takes through 
the various degrees, should be mdellibly impressed upon his 
mind, and-should be the constant practice in their intercourse 
with each other:and with the world. Any departure from or 
in violation of these moral lessons by individual brethren should 
be taken into consideration by the subordinate lodges. 

Your Committee are fully satisfied that the views set forth by 
our Grand Master in regard to the recommendation of brethren 
by chartered lodges for dispensation, are correct and whole- 
some, and that many are the evils of granting dispensations for 
new Lodges, to the extent to which in various instances the 
practice ‘has been carried; therefore, we would respectfully re- 
commend that portion of the address to the careful consideration 
of the subordinate ledges. 

Your Committee feel that.they have but - discharged the duty 
assigned them in an imperfect manner, and, in conclusion, beg 
ieave to add their testimony to the high-tone and great moral 
worth of the address of our Most Worshipful Grand Master, as 
a document of Masonic lore, every way worthy of the high posi- 
tion in which-your confidenge-has placed him.

Your Committee cordially approve the design of the Grand 
Master in recommending a plan to secure a uniformity of work 
in the Lodges of N. C., and after due deliberation upon the 
subject, they would recommend the following resolutions to be 
adopted by the Grand Lodge. 


Resolved, 1st, That the State be divided into three districts, 
the Eastern, Central and Western as follows:—The astern 
District to comprise the counties of Currituck, Camden, Fas- 
quotank, Gates, Perquimans, Hertford, Bertie, Chowan, Wash- 
ington, Tyrrell, Hyde, Beaufort, Craven, Carteret, Northamp- 
ton, Halifax, Martin, Pitt, Jones, Onslow, Lenoir, Greene, 
Kdgecombe, New Hanover, Duplin, Wayne, Brunswick, Nash, 
Warren and Franklin.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on Education beg leave most respectfully to 
submit the following report: 

The state of education, aniong the craft in North Carolina, 
has not assumed so marked a character as to entitle the frater- 
nity to claim superiority over others in the noble and greatly 
needed work of educating the rising generation. Scarcely 
enough has been done to redeem the fraternity from the im- 
peachment of indifference, A few lodges and masons, in their 
individual capacity, have done nobly in the cause, and still are 
exerting a most healthful influence on the public mind. 

In the establishment of Academies,Germanton Lodge, No. 116, 
bears the palm, and the committee take great pleasure in com- 
mending the Masonic Institute, enjoying as it does, excellent 
facilities for the impartation of instruction, to the favorable re- 
gard of the fraternity, and its continued confidence. 

Knap of Reeds Lodge, and Fellowship Lodge has each a male — 
school in successful operatiun. Morning Star Lodge has also @ 
male and female school established and under its control. These 
schools are doing good service in the cause, and are worthy of 
the regard of the fraternity. 

These are all the schools brough: .v the attention of your — 
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@ommittee. Four schools for a fraternity numbering one hun- 
dred and ninety lodges, who ought to be in advance in every 
good work, represents a state of affairs that your committee can- 
not say redounds to the honor and praise of the eraft.

The representatives of Germanton Lodge, No. 116, repdort the 
Masonic Institute, organized and put into operation in January, 
1852, by said lodge, to be still in a flourishing condition. The 
average attendance of students is about one hundred per annum. 

The Institute building is estimated to be worth $4,500. It 
contains a large chapel or hall, well furnished with a sufficient 
number of chairs and desks to B ctpeecipe He a larger number of 
students than has yet been present at any one time. 

There are five other rooms in the same building, used for Li- 
braries, labratory, museum, and recitation rooms. The library 
now numbers about 2,000 volumes, mostly new and well select- 
ed. The apparatus, which is new, cost $700, and is used with 
great advantage to the students in Natural Philosophy, Chem- 
istry and Astr onomiy. The museum contains about 1,000 min- 
eral and fossil specimens, which can be applied with great prac- 
tical benefit to those in the department of Mineralogy and Geo- 


ology.

~ To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


Your committee to which was referred the interests of St. 
John’s College, would most respectfully state, that they have had 
; the same under consideration. 
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Having consulted the action of previous Communications of 
this Most Worshipful Grand Lodge, and the resolves this Lodge 
has been pleased to express and send forth to the world, we 
could scarcely find any thing in this line, new, exciting, or nov- 
‘el, With which to instruct, stir, or please ourselves or others.— 
But after all our fine conceptions, pretty speeches and noble 
resolves, the work is not completed, and there is need of every 
craftsman and much work is yet tobe done. You have had 
agents authorized to apply everywhere where available means 
could be obtained. You have authorized the sale of scholar- 
ships in perpetuity, for a limited time; the taking of subscrip- 
tions and bonds, and fully instructed all authorized agents and 
officers to accept the cash, and have bound this Most Worship- 
ful Grand Lodge to pay over all surplus funds, after needful 
éxpenses have been met, to the Treasurer of St. John’s College. 
These things you have done, and more than this. You have 
resolved, and said so to North Carolina, you were going to erect 
a College worthy of Masonry, and of the State in which you ag 
Masons live. 

We need not remind you of past bickerings and heart burn- 
ings in the conception of this noble offspring of your body. We 
find the’child living, and we are called on to provide for its sup- 
port. We may be pardoned for minor delinquencies and im- 
proprieties, but whence can forgiveness come to those ‘guilty of 
infanticide? The living must be fed, or it soon dies. 

This beautiful datighter of yours, in her helplessness and in- 
fancy, pleads imploringly for your aid and support. Give it. In 
the end she shall walk forth the loving and lovely mother of 
Scores of sons to call you blessed, and point to her noble sons 
and say these are my jewels. The food is in the hands of Ma- 
sons, in the coffers of lodges, and was a Masonic heart ever 
barred, or hand closed to the calls of the worthy suffering ?— 
Your committee think the enterprise must go on. 

The suggestions of the Committee on the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master’s address, and the resolutions adopted, to 
borrow on mortgage, meets in part the present demand. We 
would respectfully urge a continuance of active agents, and all 
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other means becoming the spirit of Masonry, heretofore adop- 
ted by this Grand Lodge, and would propose that the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trustees of St. John’s College, be 
allowed to draw on the Grand Treasurer of this Lodge for 
the cost of striking off 1,000 copies of the lithographs of 
said college, according to bill reported in his report. We 
would urge increased punctuality in the payment of bonds 
and subscriptions, and all authorized agents be cordially en- 
couraged in their visits to Lodges, and communities in which 
these Lodges may be located. 

And further. We propose that this Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge instruct the Trustees of St. John’s College, to 
organize that college on a military basis, so as to secure 
military discipline in the college and instruction in military 
tactics, and also a department of Polytecnics, securing in- 
struction in the arts, as well as the usual literary branches 
of education. |

Upon examination of said papers, théy find a report of a com- 
mittee, appointed at the last session of this Grand Lodge, “ to 
examine the books of the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees 
of St. John’s College,” made at this present session, which con- 
tains a full statement of the financial condition of the College, 
embracing all receipts and expenditures up to December Ist, 
1856, including the report of L. A. Paschal], as agent for Gran- 
ville county, so far as appears from said books, showing a balance 
in the hands of said Treasurer, of $36 35, December Ist, 1856, 
subject to such remuneration as may be allowed him by the 
Bouid; and certain bonds as set forth in his report in 1855. 
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Bro. R. C. Maynard has made a general report of his proceed- 
ings as general agent for said College, but from it your com- 
mittee are unableto make such a statement as would be sufficient- 
ly intelligible to answer the purpose of the report required of 
them, as they understand it. Before this can be doue, it will 
be neceesary that Bro. Maynard should make’a full and par- 
ticular report, and come to a settlement with said Board of 
Trustees. He having been appointed such agent by said Board, 
your committee conceive that itis to them and not to the Grand 
Lodge, that he is required to report, &c., and, that farther ace 
tion in the matter must be deferred until this is done and the 
next annual report of the Treasurer is returned.

John’s Lodge, No. 3, Newbern, made the following report 
which was read and fe 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Special Committee to whom was referred the appeal 
‘from the deeision of the W. M. of St. John’s Lodge, No. 3, beg leave 
to report that after a careful examination of the records of said 


lodge exhibited by their representatives, they have arrived at 
the following conclusion. 
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It appears from the records of said lodge that at a regular 
meeting, held at their lodge room on the 13th of August, 1856, 
the lodge being opened in due form on the master masons’ de- 
gree, the trial of Bro. Weinstein was then taken up for consid- 
eration. The charge being unmasonic conduct, in passing coun- — 
¢erfeit money, and supplanting brother masons. Upon the first 
charge, he was found guilty, but acquitted upon the second. 
A ballot was then taken for expulsion, which was lost. ‘It was 
then moved that Bro. W. be suspended, the length of time to 
be determined afterwards by ballet, which was carried. ‘A: mo- 
tion was then made that his suspension be mdefinite, which was 
lost. It was then moved that the suspension be for twelve 
months, which was also lost. A motion was then made to re- 
consider the vote of indefinite suspension, which was carried. 
It was then moved that he be expelled, which motion was lost. 
Several other motions for indefinite suspension, varying ‘from 
twelve months to twenty-five years, were made at that and the 
subsequent regular meetings, which were all lost. 

At the regular communication of said lodge, held September 
10, 1856, the case of Bro. Weinstein being under discussion, 
the Worshipful Master decided that the accused brother remains 
suspended. - After which decision, a motion was maide-and sec- 
onded ‘that he be suspended, or suspended for five -years,” 
which motion was balloted on and lest. The whole subject was 
then laid over for the purpose of ‘obtaining information from 
the Most Worshipful Grand Master, in regard to the laws which 
should govern their action, and as to the duty of members 
therein, and that he (the W. M.) also apply to the Grand Mas- 
4er for a.Dispensation to renew its action, so far as the same 
may be irregular or contrary to law, after the determination of 
his (Bro. Weinstein’s) guilt, and for full direction for their gui- 
dance, and also, that the members be regularly notified of the 
same.” At a subsequent regular meeting, held November 12th, 
1856, the case of Bro. W. again coming up, the Worshipful 
Master stated that he had received no reply from the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, in regard to the trial of Bro. Wein- 
stein. y 
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Bro. Custis then appealed from the decision of the W. M. 
made at the regular meeting held Sept. 10, 1856, in which he 
decided, ‘‘ that as the matter now stands, he (Bro. W.) remains 
suspended,” 

Your Committee after a careful examination and considera- 
tion of the whole Proceedings had in the case, have arrived at 
the following conclusions. 

First, That the Proceedings had against Bro. Weinstein 
were regular, and in proper form up to and including the ballot 
had, re-considering the vote for indefinite suspension at the 
meeting held August 13, 1856. Since which time, the whole 
proceedings in the case have been irregular, and your committee 
are. forced to come to the conclusion that no further action 
should have been had,in the case—that Bro. Weinstein had been 
subjected to all the punishment which could be inflicted: under 
the resolution by which he was suspended, and that the W. M, 
erred in permitting any other ballot or discussion on the subject, 
and that he also erred at a subsequent meeting when he decided 
that Bro, Weinstein remained suspended. 

Your committee cannot refrain from expressing their piek sur-. 
prise and. regret at. the irregularities so often exhibited by the. 
subordinate lodges in conducting masonic trials against delin- 
quent brethren, as the Grand Lodge has supplied each subordi- 
nate lodge with a printed form for conducting such trials. 

Although the trial of Bro. Weinstein, as we have stated’in a 
former part of this report, was conducted regularly and in form 
up to a certain stage, we cannot agree with the verdict of the 
lodge in. finding him guilty of the first charge, as after a careful 
examination, of all the evidence in the case, we find no a 
proof of his guilt.

RULES 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF SUBORDINATE LODGES IN MASONIC TRIALS. 


1. The accusation must be made’in writing over the signature 
of a Master Mason, and handed to the Secretary to be read in 
open Lodge, and spread upon the minutes, after which the 
accused shall be served with an attested copy of the charges 


and ‘specifications, together with a notice through the Post _ 


Office or otherwise, at least ten days before the day of trial, to 
appear and answer, and should his place of residence:be at a 


distance, or he require more time to prepare for defence, a 


reasonable time may be allowed. If the residence of the accused 
be unknown, or he fails to appear, or to show satisfactory cause 


for delay of pr oceedings, then and in that case the Lodge may 


proceed to examine the charges ex-parte. 
2. The examination of the charges shall be had in a Master 


Mason’s Lodge, especially notified and convened for that pur pose, ‘ 
at which no. visitors shall be admitted, except.as counsel or 


witnesses, and the Lodge’ must be called off during the necessary

The R. W. Grand Encampment of North Carolina con- 
vened at half-past two o’clock this afternoon in the Hall of 
Cape Fear Lodge, No. 2. 

The Roll being called, the following Officers were found 
to be present:

On motion, the reading of the Minutes of the last Annual 
Cormmunication was dispensed with, and printed copies fur- 
nished the Patriarchs present.

The above Report was concurred in, and Patriarchs Gib- 
son and Jackson being introduced, received the G. E. D. and 
took seats as members of the Grand Encampment. 

The Grand Patriarch submitted the following Report: 


Parriarcus: By the kind providence of God, we are again permitted to 
assemble in this Hall as a Grand Encampment. We have indeed great cause 
to be grateful for His many mercies and blessings to us since we last as- 
sembled. 

I regret to say that the Encampment Branch of the Order has not flour- 
ished under my administration. One cause, I think, is, because the En- 
campments have been looking forward to a mergement of the two Branches 
of the Order. But as this is now improbable, I hope that this Branch of it 
will revive and flourish even more than in former days. 

The correspondence of this office has been very limited, and no questions 
have arisen requiring the opinion of the Grand Patriarch. 

On the 10th of July 1854, I received a Petition from seven Patriarchs 
holding Withdrawal Cards from Paisley Encampment, praying for a Dispen- 
sation to open an Encampment in the town of Germanton, Stokes county. 
Believing it would be for the good of the Order to establish a Camp at that 
place, I issued a Dispensation on the 24th of July 1854, and directed it to 
D. D. G. P. John Sloan, with instructions to hand it over to P. C. P. Peter 
Thurston, if he could not Institute the Camp. I have never been officially 
informed whether the Camp was instituted or not; Patriarch Gibson informed 
me on yesterday, however, that the Camp was Instituted on the Ist day of 
Avgust 1854, by P. C. P. Peter Thurston. I therefore recommend that a 
Charter be granted to Hardenbergh Encampment, No. 12.

P. G. P. Disosway read the Report of Gr. Rep. Wash- 
ington, as follows: 


To the R. W. Grand Encampment of North Carolina: 

In closing his term as your Representative to the Grand Lodge of the U. 
States, the undersigned embraces the opportunity to offer your R. W. Grand 
Body his thanks for the honor conferred upon him by the selection. 

He has to regret that a disposition to ramble over the classic fields of the 
world on the other side of the Atlantic, prevented him from being present

at the first Session of the Grand Lodge after his appointment. The other 
Branch of the Order was in such competent hands, however, that the inter- 
ests of North Carolina were in no danger of suffering. 

Your Representative was present at the Communication held in Baltimore 
in September last. The Session was one of but little importance to the Or- 
der, if he may except the rejection, by a most deeided vote, of the proposi- 
tion to merge the two Branches into one. The all influential argument of 
power upon the larger organizations, renders it impossible to gain a delibe- 
rate and an impartial hearing of the heavy burdens the present system im- 
poses upon the weaker ones. Rep. Steele, from the Grand Lodge of this 
State, presented the view entertained by North Carolina on this question, 
in a very able report as Chairman of the Committee appointed at the Com- 
munication of 1854, upon a plan of merging the two Branches. But so de- 
termined was the opposition to the measure, that the Lodge refused by a 
large vote to take the report from the table for consideration. The ques- 
tion may therefore be considered settled for some time to come. 

The undersigned does not deem it necessary to call the attention of this 
Grand Encampment particularly to any other subject before the considera- 
tion of the Grand Lodge at its late Communication, especially as the pro- 
ceedings of that Body will be in the hands of the members of this Grand 
Encampment in a very short time.
